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$8.135 collected so far 
United Fund hits two-thirds 
mark in fund-raising effort

The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United 


Fund has paused the two-thirds mark for 
Its effort* lo wise $12,000 for Ihls year's 
fund-raising campaign. 


United Fund Pros. James Bauer said 


$8,133 has been raised so far, and said he 
expects the $12,000 goal to be reached 
before the end of the campaign. "I'm 
'real pleased that this early in the 
campaign we're two-thirds of the way to 
our iio.il." he said. 


Originally, the United Fund campaign 


was going lo concentrate on local busi- 
ness and Industry Ihls year. Bauer said, 
however, response from Ihls segment of 
the community has been weak. 


"The areas that we're having trouble 


with are the areas we were hoping to 
liave success with, and that's the Indust 
rinl nrd business areas of the campaign," 
he said. 


I'MTKD Fund workers sent more than 


MO letters to local business and Industry. 
Bauer said in response lo thev letters 
the United Fund raised only $226, "and 
that barely covered the postage." 


In comparison. Bauer said the teachers 


In the local school districts have already 
contributed about $3,200. "The teachers 
have been just great in responding. In 
fact they're carry-ing the load," Bauer 
said. "They realize that all of the money 
they give there stays in the commu- 
nities." 


The United Fund president said he did 


not know why business and Industry have 
been so alow to respond to this year's 
campaign "They just haven't come 
across." he said. 


Bauer added, however, that efforts arc 


continuing to stimulate some Interest in 
the campaign in these sectors of the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove community. For 
example, a presentation was rcccnly 
made to the Wheeling Chamber of Com- 
merce.

campaign is going well, according to 
Bauer. He said 1,300 letters were sent to 
local residents, resulting In donations of 
$1.973. "We're over 35 per cent ahead of 
where wo were last year in the residen- 
tial campaign," he said. 


Bauer attributed the success of the 


residential campaign to the growth of the

village. He said the United Fund has 
been able to collect money from resi- 
dents In developments that weren't in ex- 


istence during last year's campaign. 
"Last year we didn't get anything from 
Tahoe Village because it wasn't there," 
he said. 


Several special 
projects have also 


brought substantial funds to this year's 
drive. A McDonald's Day, sponsored by 
the Wheeling drive-In on Dundee Road, 
raised $1,500. The United Fund also 
raised an additional S750 through a rock 
concert at Wheeling High School. 


ACCORDING TO BAUER, the United 


Fund is also looking towards contribu- 
tions from both villages. 


The United Fund president said he 


thinks the $12,000 goal will be met if in- 
terest in the campaign is stimulated in 
the business and industrial areas. "We 
think if we get any kind of stimulation in 
those areas we should be able to make 
the goal," he said. 


In addition to the $12,000 local goal, the 


United Fund is expecting to get over 
$14,000 from the metropolitan campaign, 
bringing the total amount to over $26,000. 


Money raised by the United Fund will 


be used to support nine local agencies. 
They arc Omnl-House: Youth Services 
Bureau, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp- 
fire Girls, Northwest Suburban Home- 
makers Service, Clearbrook Center for 
tho Retarded, Countryside Center for the 
Handicapped, Northwest Mental Health 
Center and the Salvation Army Family 
Counseling Center. 


Last year, the fund fell only $30 short 


of Its $10,000 goal. Bauer said this year's 
goal was increased $2,000 because of 
"the increasing need in the community."

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 - If there is a middle American, 


he is a man like Big Larry Noble from Miticatlnc. Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never is in these parts. No Scars Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


This is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights it and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he is driving, you have to wring it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is in 


the sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was in 1964. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy now sits glancing 
through small note cards with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was it," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you cun tell right off he is the kind of guy you don't talk back 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black llmo would arrive at tho Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy boots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper in the lead car took a quick right onto 


anoths..- route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the limo 
responded in order. We moved i:p the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tall together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for tho Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, In Mollne, II1., at the headquar- 
ters ot -Tohn Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors. The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more lhan an hour there, 
ending when Percy jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whistlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends In 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the interview as we approached the city 
limits. Last minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from Des Moines, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themsslves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus in two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"HI, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about 800 


of them. All the seats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back. 


"Why are there so many people here today?" I asked a

petite red-haired girl who was passing out leaflets at tho 
door. "Is tills a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically; 
her eyebrows sagged. "Do they make these people come for 
college credit?" 


She said no, that this is just the first in a series, of guest 


speakers on campus, that yes there are more kids here than 
cxpecte'J. 


A sanior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out . . . I was a nervous wreck. In 71, McGovern got 
about 1,500 when he came here. Last year. Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) got 200 people . . . this is what I call 
a great turnout," he said. 


The kids were anxious. As Percy walked on stage, their 


attention went with him. He began his talk. It was on the 
Soviet-U.S. relations and he urged the Soviets to open up to 
the concept of free speech. 


There is only one group upset with the Senator's appear- 


ance. And that is a limp effort by the Young Americans For 
Freedom who like Ronald Reagan better as a presidential can- 
didate. They pasted bumper stickers on the walls, but moit 
were torn down later by students leaving the union. There are 
only SO YAF members on campus. 


PEIICY WENT ON. "We merely ask that the USSR live up 


to its own constitution which guarantees freedom of speech;*' 


I walked outside. Not because the speech was uninteresting 


but because it is a beautiful day, too nice to stay indoors even 
to listen to the man who three years from now might have the 
presidential seal in front of him when he talks. 
; 


Sun splashes a shine over the school and students are car- 


rying their jackets under their arms. Parked outside the 
union are pickup trucks. Across the street dozens of girls are 
batting a ball around with paddles. The black limousine in 
front is as out of place as the tall lean Iowa state trooper 
standing next to it. 


Walking alone, between the athletic field and the union, is a 


girl dressed in blue jeans and sweater. She carries n tennis 
racket in one hand and a book entitled "Power Politics" in 
the other. She is small, bespectacled of the wire-rim variety. 


She says her name is Patricia Zimmerman. 18, a freshman 


from Westchester, 111., and that she is heading for the audito- 
rium for the Percy speech, but a little behind schedule. 
; 


.Right away she volunteers that she hates Richard Nixon. 


Who does she like? Really nobody, she said. Then why is she 
going to hear Percy? "Because he may capture the "76 nomi- 
nation" was her answer."

PATRICIA ZIMMERMAN says she is rather typical of col- 


lege kids today. She is concerned but no activist, functioning 
in sort of a transition period between what was and some- 
thing else. An Allende rally a few days ago brought out the 
usual people you might find at that kind of thing. Even Patri- 
cia Zimmerman was there, but she wasn't impressed.

Cook County State's Atty. Bernard 


Carey will nppcol to the Illinois Supreme 
Court this week a decision that denied 
formation of a special grand jury to 
probo political corruption. 


In a ruling based on a 1931 grand jury 


report, Circuit Court Chief Criminal 
Judge Joseph A. Power denied Carey's 
month-old request for the grand jury. 


"It is unfair to Inconvenience and im- 


pose on our fellow citizens ... 18 months 
on a special grand jury when the task 
can be performed by a regular grand 
jury on extei/lcd 30-day intervals," Pow- 
er said in a written opinion. 


The judge then denied requests by 


Kenneth Glllls, chief of Carey's criminal 
appellate division, for a second county 
grand jury with an IB-month life or a 
second grand jury with a 30-day life. 


THE COUNTY currently has one grand 


Jury that hears 25 felony cases u day and 
lacks time for nn extended prsbe of polit- 
ical corruption, Carey has said. 


Corey requested tho grand jury Oct. 4 


In a petition that proposed Investigation 
of Chicago Mayor Richard Daley's order 
that shifted city Insurance to a firm that 
employed the mayor's son, campaign 
contributions to Gov. Daniel Walker and 
Chicago police Involvement in narcotics 
and gambling. 


Power, n Democrat, is a former law 


associate of Daley. 


THE 1931 GRAND jury — empaneled 


to investigate what Power said was the 
"so-called alliance with organized crime 
nnd politics" — recommended that "in 
the future, no special grand juries be em- 
paneled except In cases of dire emergen- 
cy. 


"We are convinced from our own expe- 


rience that a special grand jury for tho 
purpose of making an investigation is 


uneconomic, unscientific, archaic and ut- 
terly futile in practice," the grand jury 
report states. 


State statute would allow six grand 


juries, based on current county popu- 
lation. 


At a press conference following the de- 


cision, the Republican state's attorney 
said that "we have amply demonstrated 
the need for It. The public is aware that 
if the truth of tho many political scan- 
dals that have threatened the vitality of 
the community is to be uncovered, we 
must be allowed this tool.

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Two tapes 4never existed' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 


House announced Wednesday it dis- 
covered last weekend that two key Wa- 
tergate tapes which President Nixon had 
promised to surrender to U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica never actually ex- 
isted. 


Sirica, informed of the startling devel- 


opment Tuesday by White House lawyer 
J. Fred Buzhnrdt, called a special court 
hearing to announce the non-existence of 
the tapes as a "matter of public record." 
They were among nine tapes sought by 
former special prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


The missing ta;:es involved a four-min- 


ute telephone conversation between Nix- 
on and former campaign director John 
N. Mitchell on Juno 20, 1072 — three 
days after tho Watergate break-in — and 
nn hourlong meeting between the Presi- 
dent and former White House counsel 
John W. Dean HI on April 15, 1D73 — two 
weeks before Nixon fired Dean. 


White House spokesman Gerald L. 


Warren said Buzhardt had aides carry 
out a lengthy search for the tapes to be 
turned over to Sirica, but finally deter- 
mined on Saturday "that these two con- 
versations could not be found." Buzhardt 
told Sirica Tuesday the tapes did not ex- 
ist. 


After a Secret Service investigation, 


Warren said, it was determined that the 
Juno 20 conversation between Nixon and 
Mitchell took place from nn extension 
telephone at the White House that was 
not hooked into the tape-recording sys- 
tem. 


As for the April 15 Nixon-Dean meeting 


in the President's office, Warren said, 
the recorder had run out of tape and an 
alternative recorder was not activated 
until the next day. 


Although Nixon has listened to "a num- 


ber of the tapes" on several occasions, 
Warren said, "the President obviously 
never heard the two non-existent tapes 
and obviously never asked for them," or 
their absence would have been dis- 
covered much earlier. 


Warren also disclosed that the Water- 


gate tapes are now stored somewhere in 
the residential quarters of the White 
House. A Secret Service agent testified 
at Sirica's hearing earlier Wednesday 
that the tapes were periodically collected 
from locked cabinets in the White House 
and transferred to a locked storage

'Dirty tricks' costs set at $110,000 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate in- 


vestigators charged Wednesday that at 
least $110,000 of President Nixon's cam- 
paign funds were spent on political dirty 
tricks — not counting the costs of the 
Watergate bugging. 


Watergate 
committee 
investigators 


presented a chart alleging that Nixon 
campaing operatives had 25 paid agents 
fanned out across the country to work 
against Democratic presidential hope- 
fuls. 


Committee lawyer Mark Lakritz said 


the $110,000 spent on spying and dis- 
ruption of Democratic campaigns may 
have been carried out by as many as 60 
persons. 


In addition to the dirty tricks, previous 


testimony before tho committee in- 
dicated that about $250,000 was spent on 
the Watergate break-In and related activ- 
ities, and another $400,000 in the effort to 
cover up the scandal. 


Bcrl Bernhard, Sen. Edmund S, Mus- 


kie's 1972 campaign manager, also testl- 
ficd that the White House made political 
use of FBI telephone taps of two Muskic 
workers. 


SENATE INVESTIGATORS said the 


clandestine efforts to undermine Nixon's 
1072 reelection foes included financial aid 
to American Nazi Party workers to woo 
voters away from the American Indepen- 
dent Party. 


The committee disclosed it had found 


that $1,200 in Nixon campaign funds went 
to Nazi workers in Southern California as 
part of a S10.000 effort to keep the con- 
servative AIP off the ballot. 


As the public hearings continued, com- 


mittee investigators conducted behind- 
the-scenes inquiries into Charles G. 
"Bebe" Rebozo and his financial deal- 
ings with Nixon. 


The committee is investigating, among 


other things, Hebozo's handling of a 
$100,000 contribution to Nixon by billion- 
aire Howard Hughes. A decision on call- 


ing Rebozo as a witness has been post- 
poned until next week while investigators 
track down more leads. 


IN OTHER Watergate-related devel- 


opments: 


• Sen. Edward J. Gurney, R-Fla., a 


member of the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee, said Wednesday the government 
is investigating allegations that builders 
secretly contributed more than $300,000 
to him and expected favors from tho 
Federal Housing Administration in re- 
turn. Neither Gurney nor the Justice De- 
partment would make any comment "un- 
til the investigation is concluded." 


• Congressmen from both parties ex- 


pressed doubts Wednesday that several 
proposals to recreate the office of special 
prosecutor would survive a constitutional 
test. Although there appeared to be a 
consensus in the House and Senate in fa- 
vor of an independent prosecutor, there 
was wide dhagreement on how the inde- 
pendence would be assured. 


Ford confirmation hearing begins

Rep. Gerald R. Ford's road to the vice 


presidency begins today when tho Senate 
Rules Committee opens its public hear- 
ing into Ford's nomination to succeed the 
resigned Splro T. Agnew. 


Ford, a CO-year-old Michigan Republi- 


can with 25 years in Congress, will be the 
first witness in the nationally-televised 
hearing. (Local coverage will be pro- 
vided today beginning at 9 a.m. on Chan- 
nel 7, under a rotating agreement where- 
by CBS-TV and NBC-TV also will take 
turns as testimony proceeds.) 


On the eve of the hearing, committee 


chairman Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Nev., 
said the extensive FBI investigation of 
Ford has raised questions about his past

Cannon, speaking to reporters after a 


two-hour briefing for members of his 
committee on the FBI report, said 
among the allegations ore that Ford 
traded political favors for political con- 
tributions. Ford certainly will be ques- 
tioned about allegations by a Washington 
lobbyist — Robert Winter - Bcrger — 
that Ford never repaid loans of $15,000 
made over a three-year period, a claim 
Ford already has adamantly denied. 


The ranking Republican on the com- 


mittee, Kentucky's Marlow W. Cook, dif- 
fered with Cannon, saying he had found 
nothing in the FBI reports that he would 
not want to read about himself.

Saxbe, 57, who is retiring from the Sen- 


ate at the end of his first term next

ances during the meeting that Nixon's 


actions relating to the Watergate scandal 
"were proper." 


He indicated that only routine back- 


ground checks remained before official 
announcement of his nomination to suc- 
ceed Elliot L. Richardson, who resigned 
along with Deputy Attorney General Wil- 
liam D. Ruckclshaus on Oct. 20 when 
•both refused to obey Nixon's order to fire 
special Watergate prosecutor Archibald 
Cox. 


"I'm relatively sure," Saxbe said,

Kleindlenst: threatened to resign over ITT

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former At- 


torney General Richard G. Kleindlenst 
said Wednesday he threatened to resign 
in 1971, forcing President Nixon to per- 
mit him to appeal an antitrust case in- 
volving the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. (IIT). 


But Kleindlenst denied he had com- 


mitted perjury when he told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee during his con- 
firmation hearings In tho spring of 1972 
that no one In the White House had pres- 
sured him over the ITT matter. 


Klclndicnst said committee members 


had questioned him not about Nixon but 
about alleged attempts by Peter Flani- 
gan of the White House staff to pressure 


him to hold off an appeal. 


Kleindlenst issued a statement on the 


ITT case after Archibald Cox, the ousted 
Watergate special prosecutor, acknowl- 
edged before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee Tuesday that Klcindienst had told 
him about receiving a telephone call 
from Nixon in 1971 about the ITT case. 


Klelndiest, in a statement 
issued 


through his attorney, Herbert J. Miller, 
said former White House domestic ad- 
viser John D. Ehrlichman had called him 
on April 19, 1971, "and stated that the 
President directed me not to file the ap- 
peal in the Grinncll case." At the time, 
the Justice Department was challenging 
ITT's proposed acquisition of the Grin- 


ncll Corp., a plumbing equipment com- 
pany. 


"That was the last day in which that 


appeal could be taken," Klcindicst said. 
"I informed him that we had determined 
to take that appeal, and that he should so 
inform the President. Minutes later, the 
President called me and, without any 
discussion, ordered me to drop the ap- 
peal. 


"Immediately thereafter, I sent word 


to the President that if he persisted in 
that direction I would be compelled to 
submit my resignation."

Israeli government sources said Mrs, 


Melr would try to convince President 
Nixon not to give in to Soviet and Egyp- 
tian demands for such an Israeli with- 
drawal, which would free 20,000 Egyptian 
3rd Army troops trapped on the East 
Bank of the canal. 


Speaking at a Cairo news conference,

In vot- 
ing for these representatives, voters 
are allowed three votes, which they 
may cast in the following manner: 
one vote each for three candidates; 
one and one-half votes each for two 
candidates, or three votes ("a bul- 
let") for one candidate. 


With each party nominating two 


candidates for the three representa- 
tive posts in the district, the result is 
the election of two legislators from 
one party and a third from the oppo- 
sition party.

Do firemen 


have too 


much pride?

Pride. 
It's a won) that causes wan, death, embarrassment and 


makes lasting enemies. 


It's also a word that Is causing problems in an area that 


should be clear of conflicts — fire departments. 


For several years the Wheeling and Long Grove Firo Pro- 


ti.'rtion Districts Imve been fighting. They continue to argue 
who Is going to give protection to the Lake County section of 
Buffalo Grove. 


The feud bolls down even further between the Long Grove 


district and the Buffalo Grove Fire Department Inc., which Is 
employed by the Wheeling district to cover Cook County Buf- 
falo Grove. 


SOME DAY THIS FIGHT is going to end In the death of an 


innocent citizen, who happened to be caught in the middle. 


Unlikely? Normally, the answer would be "yes." But the 


way things have been going the last few weeks, anything could 
happen. 


Take for Instance, last week when the Long Grove district 


ambulance responded to an auto accident with injuries at Rt. 
03 and Arlington Heights Road. 


In that accident, nine people were taken to Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital — all In the same ambulance at the same 
time. Also riding in the vehicle were two firemen, which 
brings the total number of people In that ambulance to II. 


The passengers were two adults and seven children. 


ACCORDING TO OFFICIALS at Northwest Community, all 


of the passengers of that ambulance were treated for some 
typo of Injury- One was serious cnougli to be kept overnight in 
the hospital. This disputes what Long Grove District officials 
said about only a few of the victims being Injured. 


The passengers were also from two different vehicles, and 


represented t«x> different families. This disputes Buffalo 
Grove village officials, who said yesterday that the reason for 
all the people riding In one ambulance was because a mother 
requested It. 


No matter what the reasons, there should never have been 


nine accident victims piled Into one emergency vehicle when 
two more ambulnrxres were less than 1>2 miles away in the 
Buffalo Grove fire station. 


A Buffalo Grove policeman offered to call the Buffalo 


Grove department for mutual aid but Long Grave refused, 
according to police officials. 


WIIYTIinREFt'SAt.? 
Two of the reasons plvcn by officials are above, but the fact 


of tho matter goes deeper — too much pride by the Long 
Grove department. 


Pride that says: 
• If we call the Buffalo Grove firemen, we'll sec their 


names In the headlines because they have a working para- 
medic program. 


• If we call Buffalo Grove for help, residents of the Lake 


County section of the village may think we can't handle the 
job of covering their area. 


• Asking Buffalo Grove for help may cause Lake County 


Buffalo Grove residents to vote In favor of annexation into the 
Wheeling district In what seems to be an inevitable referen- 
dum by Jan. 1. 


While It's entitled to fight for Its territory, the Long Grove 


district should confine that battle to the conference table and 
the voters. 


Let's leave these problems out of the business at hand for 


a professional fire department — The job of saving life and 
property, using all resources available. 


Garbagemen's union OKs 
new three-year contract 


Northwest suburban garbagcmcn >cs- 


tcrdy ratified a contract with area scav- 
enger companies that could boost their 
wages by more than 50 per cent in three 
>cars. 


Members of Locals 705 and 731 of the 


International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
voting by mall, accepted the new three- 
year contract by about n 2 to 1 margin, 
according to Frank Grady, a union offi- 
cial. 


Tho effect of the new contract on 


homeowners who subscribe to garbage 
pickup Is uncertain. 


Grady said he Is "very much" satisfied 


with the contract. "I don't think we could 
have got a better one," ho said. 


At. HOEKSTRA. executive director of 


the Chicago and Suburban Refuse Dis- 
posal Association, which represents Chi- 
cago area scavenger sen ices, was un- 
available for comment. 


The contract was the second agreed 


upon by union and refuse association bar- 
gainers, with the aid of a federal media- 
tor. 


Tho earlier contract offer had been 


turned down by the garbagemcn In a 
voice vote at a meeting Oct. 15. 


Milwaukee Avenue 
widening plans set 


Plans arc being made to widen Mil- 


waukee Avenue at Hlntz Road in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township. 


Tho Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation this week opened bids on a 
project to construct turn lanes on Mil- 
waukee, which Is currently four lanes. 


Low bid was submitted by Mllburn 


Bros. Inc., Mount Prospect, for $184,000. 
Tho contract U expected to bo awarded 
In three to four weeks, with tho job 
slated to bo completed in SO working 
days. Tho tab will bo picked up by tho 
state transportation department. 


Other bids were submitted by Glazo 


Construction Co., Algonquin, $204,827, 
and Rock Rood Construction Co., Dos 
Ploines, $208,157. 


That offer provided for a salary in- 


crease of 73 cents an hour the first year 
of the contract, then 50 cents an hour 
each of the next two years. The present 
salary is $5.05 an hour. 


The contract offer that was accepted 


by the rarbagcmcn contains the same 
wage schedule, but in addition, has a 
built-in cost-of-llvlng Increase each year 


BASED ON THE 5 to 6 per cent cost- 


of-llvlnc Increase each of the last few 
joars, the $5.05 hourly wage could jump 
to $7.70 within three years 


The contract Is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


When the previous contract expired that 
day, some 75 garbagcmcn from Brown- 
ing-Ferris Industries of Illinois Inc., Bar- 
rington, staged a one-day wildcat walk- 
out, leaving six Northwest suburbs with- 
out scavenger service. 


David Paige, general manager of 


Browning-Ferris, yesterday refused to 
comment on the new contract settlement 
or Its effect on scavenger rates.

Parks to discuss 
new election date 


The Wheeling Park District board 


tonight will discuss changing the dis- 
trict's election date from the first Tues- 
day in April to the third Tuesday in 
April. 


The change was suggested by park 


board member Lorraine Lark because of 
a new state law requiring the park dis- 
trict to have the same polling places and 
election judges as used in the township 
election, If both elections are on the 
same day. 


Mrs. Lark said she did not think the 


district could afford to pay for that many 
polling places and election judges. Park 
attorney Roger Bjorvik also noted prob- 
lems that might arise for park district 
residents whose township polling places 
are not within district boundaries. 


Tlin DISTRICT has the option of 


changing their election date to the third 
Tuesday in April, the same date as the 
village elections. Bjorvik said, however, 
there is no state law requiring that Mi- 
lage polling places and judges be used 
for park elections. 


The matter was-tabled at the last 


meeting so the park board could deter- 
mine the number of polling places used 
by the township. 


Park board members are also sched- 


uled to consider a largo number of pro- 
posed purchases, including: hair dryers 
for the indoor pool, a pickup truck, a 
back-hoe, the Omni-House- Youth Ser- 
uce Bureau bus, and flagstone for the 
Chamber of Commerce Park rose gar- 
don

will not be able to accompany Sloan that 
morning, he said. If he is unable to ob- 
tain a change in the arraignment date, 
an associate in his firm will appear with 
Sloan, Collins said. 


COLLINS SAID he expects attorneys 


for the other defendant'- also will seek 
separate trials, under motions for relief 
from prejudicial joinder. Such motions 
are "almost invariably denied," he 
noted. 


Collins" client still lives within the ju- 


risdictional boundaries of the federal 
court that will try the cases, the Federal 
District Court for the Northern District 
of Illinois. Sloan lives in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


But Jenkins now lives in California and 


Pmger is in Washington. Collins ex- 
plained the procedure for bringing de- 
fendants to court from out-of state. In 
cases such as this one, he said, the de- 
fendant generally surrenders himself, 
posts bond and is permitted to leave the 
area and return as required for court 
proceedings In other instances, the de- 
fendants are escorted to the presiding 
court by federal marshals, he said.

unity plan 
expected soon 


A special committee studying fire pro- 


tection In Buffalo Grove Is expected 
tonight to begin drafting Us recommen- 
dations for the formation of a municipal 
department. 


Tho committee was appointed several 


months ago after an Independent con- 
sulting firm suggested a municipal fire 
department for the village. 


At present, homes north of Checker 


Road arc served by the Long Grove Rur- 
al Fire Protection District, while the re- 
maining homes arc served by the Buffalo 
Grove Fire Department Inc., which Is 
employed by the Wheeling Township 
Rural Fire Protection District. A portion 
of tho village which has not been devel- 
oped Is ui the Vcrnon Township Rural 
Flro Protection District. 


COMMITTEE members said last week 


they had finished their research and 
were ready to bcRln drafting specific rec- 
ommendations. Tho committee plans to 
submit Its report to the village board pri- 
or to Nov. 12. At that time trustees will 
consider the recommendations In a work- 
shop session. 


Each member of the committee has 


been asked to submit n report with his 
specific recommendations. The com- 
mittee will then consider all points and 
draft the final report. 


The committee Is expected to recom- 


mend the village dlsanncx from the Long 
Grove and Vcrnon districts into the 
Wheeling district, thus putting tho village 
under one fire department. Committee 
members have called the move a "step- 
pl.ipstono" to a municipal duoarUncnt. 


OFFICIALS FItOM the Vcrnon district 


have told the committee they do not op- 
pose the move "In concept." Before mak- 
ing a commitment, however, officials 
said they want to consider how much tax 
revenue will be lost to tho district if tho 
area Is dlsannexed. 


Long Grove district officials hove said 


they will not oppose disanncxation to 
form a municipal department, but will 
resist attempts to givo their area to the 
Wheeling district. Village officials have 
said although they would prefer going to 
a municipal department right away, it 
U not financially feasible. Village Mgr. 
Daniel Larson sold It will bo at least two 
yean before the village will have tax rev 
cnucs adequate to support a village de- 
partment. 


Committee members said they favor 


putting the entire village under the 
Wheeling district because It has offered 
the village "an attractive package." 


THE WHEELING district has said It 


will protect the area until the village can 
afford a municipal department. When the 
village decides to make the switch, dis- 
trict officials said all equipment and fa- 
cilities being wed to protect the area 
will be turned otor to the village. 


The only cost to the village would be 


outstanding debts for vehicles, fire sta- 
tions and equipment. 


In addition to bringing the village un- 


der one fire department, a transfer to 
tho Wheeling district would guarantee 
paramedic service to all residents. At 
present Long Grove has one trained 
paramedic, but no paramedic equipment. 
In order to have a recognized paramedic 
program, the department must be able to 
guarantee paramedic service 24 hours a 
day.

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Stay thin-police should not be hired by the pound 


I am (joins to take the police (eat thnt 


will be held In n few month* here. 


I'm 21 and am S feet 2 Inches. My 


weight Is about 1S3. which Is about 20 
pounds underweight according to the po> 
lice standards to pans the physical. 


Can you give me a dirt to help me put 


theso pounds on In time for the exam- 
ination? 


If your statement Is correct I am In* 


dined to think that the police standards 
should bo changed rather than fattening 
you up for heart and vascular disease. 
You are probably more fit physically 
right now than you would ever be by 
overeating and getting fat. Twenty more 


pounds for you, by eating, would mean 
you would bo FAT. 


The best solution is to try to build up 


your muscles. This means that you 
should begin an exercise program for 
this. Running, Jogging, and various en- 
durance exercises arc great for the heart 
and circulation — and I think they arc 
quite good for men who have the respon- 
sibility policemen do, but they won't put 
much meat on your bones. 


Weight training on any exercise that 


requires strength builds muscles. The 
strong muscle contraction stimulates the 
production of creatlne, a chemical sub- 
stance Involved In stimulating the growth 
of muscles. For years trainers have

known that weights and strong isometric 
t y p e exercises stimulated muscular 
growth. Now we know the chemistry that 
is involved. 


AS LONG AS YOU are on a good diet, 


which includes adequate amounts of pro- 
tein found in meats, milk, poultry and 
fish, and your diet contains enough ca- 
lories, the exercise effort will help you 
grow muscles. 


I am assuming that you have no under- 


lying medical problems that contribute 
to being underweight. There are a few of 
these, such as diabetes and tuberculosis. 
Tuberculosis is the real reason for out- 
dated standards like those of the police 
examination. It was the most common 
cause of death in the early 1900s and was 
often associated with weight loss. 


Now that heart and vascular disease 


arc by far our biggest problem and 
dwarfs the problems once created by tu- 
berculosis, these outmoded standards 


should be changed. Fat policemen arc 
"sitting ducks" for heart attacks, and en- 
couraging men to gain fat Is not in their 
best Interest. 


OF COURSE, the police department is 


Interested in your being heavy enough to 
handle yourself in your job. What is 
needed here again Is strength and abili- 
ty, not pounds of blubber on the scales. 
Policemen should not be hired by the 
pound. 


You probably should go to your local 


YMCA or any other facility where there 
may be weight training equipment and 
take a regular course designed to build 
up your muscle mass, I don't know if you 
can make it before the exam or not, but 
surely there are such things as waivers 
for outstanding, well-motivated young 
men.

The Veterans Administration has re- 


minded veterans that traveling or taking 
up residence abroad Imposes certain lim- 
itations on benefits the agency can pro- 
vide. 


One example Is medical care. Only vet- 


erans with service-connected disabilities 
can get VA medical caro overseas. Be- 
fore going abroad a \derail should ob- 
tain from the VA office uhlch has his 
medical record a statement of Ills condi- 
tion, the agency emphasized. 


This statement should be presented to 


tho American embassy or counsular of- 
fice In tho host country when application 
Is made for VA medical benefits. 


In an emergency, however, an eligible 


\ctcran Is entitled to VA-pald hospital- 
Izalion If he notifies the embassy or con- 
sular office within 72 hours of hospital- 
Izatlon. Notification of out-patient treat- 
ment must be made within 15 days. 


In tho Republic of the Philippines, hos- 


pital care is available to both veterans 
ulth service-connected disabilities and 


wartime veterans with nonscrvice-con- 
nccted disabilities at Veterans Memorial 
Hospital. 


BUT VETERANS with nonservlce-con- 


ncctcd disabilities arc eligible for treat- 
ment on the same basis as in the conti- 
nental United States — only If space Is 
available, and they arc unable to defray 
expenses. Retired servicemen are eli- 
gible for medical benefits at military 
hospital and clinics in foreign countries. 


VA officials also said GI home loans 


are not available to veterans living In 
foreign countries, but this restriction 
docs not apply to veterans living In 
Puerto Rico. Veterans living outside the 
United States (except in "blocked" coun- 
tries) may receive compensation and 
pension checks, however. 


But to insure prompt receipt of checks, 


veterans traveling or living in foreign 
countries should, If possible, maintain 
stateside mailing addresses. 


Eligible veterans may attend foreign 


schools, but only If the VA approves 
them and the courses lead to degrees.

'kids arc up in arms about the whole tiling. This Is the Unlvcr- 
•/ity of Iowa 1973, where hundreds of kids arc listening to the 
words of Charles Percy, the senior senator from Illinois. 
• Percy now Is answering questions from the audience. Some 
of his answers get polite applause. 


There is one incident, a shouting match between Percy and 


n young man in the audience who asked about homosexual 
rights. Percy's answer wasn't ns positive ns the curly-haired 
man wanted. They yelled at each other. Percy finally told 
him that ho didn't know much about homosexuals and that 
there arc more pressing Issues of the day. He asked the man 
to come up to the microphone and tell everyone about homo- 
sexuals. That ended the outburst. They later shook hands. 


QUKIUES HANGED from amnesty (Percy doesn't favor it 


until all those missing In action are accounted for) to whether 
he can beat Ted Kennedy (he thinks he can). 


Many of the kids left smiling. "He's pretty good, I'm sur- 


prised." said a girl who was walking out behind him. 


And tl)en he was on his way to the big limousine to make 


ready for the next speech, the next stop, the next group from 
the Midwest He admits that If he can't get their vote. If a 
Republican senator from Illinois, can't make these lowans 
respond he has no more a chance of being president than did 
Barry Goldwatcr. 


Outside. Dig Larry Is standing by the car. He looks over the 


students filing out of the building and shakes his head. "I 
guess I'm getting old, but I can't stand these long hairs." Ho 
looked at me and turned away. 


"Their hair is no longer than mine. You should have seen 


the hair when it was really long," I told him. 


He looked at mo again and laughed. He slid Into the driv- 


er's seat. The Senator got In. And the convoy was on 1U way 
to Muscatlne. Iowa, where this day of campaigning will end. 


AS IT TfllNS out. this trip is a feeler of the cross section 


of the Midwest: Mollne. with its heavy Democratic labor 
vote: the University of Iowa, with its newly enfranchised 
college vote: and Muscatinc, where the people arc mostly 
conservative Republicans. 


The road to Muscatlne is the narrowest of any traveled 


today. It winds Into town by a low-Income housing project. 
The streets are tree lined, and you pass row upon row of 
white houses that all seem to have porclics. About 23,000 
persons live here. 


MuscaUne used to be the Pearl Button Capital of the world, 


according to a member of the city council, but then they 
started making the pearl buttons overseas. 


Now the town is known for Its motorcycles, the councilman 


said. He has two of them himself. Why n town full of two 
cycle families? "Maybe there's nothing else to do '' he said. 


When we stopped in Muscatlne, Percy rested for awhile. He 


then walked from Hotel Muscatlne on Mississippi Drive to the 
Elks Lodge down the street. Percy does a lot of walking. He's 
a physical fitness buff, and they say he doesn't even like to 
take elevators. 


TIIEUB IS SOMETHING about this Elks Club that makes it 


like so many others in small towns of the corn belt. Maybe 
because It sits next to the Muscatinc Feed and Supply store. 
Or tins shiny linoleum floors or on old wooden bar in a sepa- 


rate room where the drinks are being served. Or maybe it is 
the people gathered here. People like Jim Nepple, a young 
lawyer who used to live In Chicago's suburbs but couldn't 
take the hour drive to work. 


The get-together was billed as a fund-raiser for Iowa Re- 


publicans but it was really a big party. A U.S. senator was in 
town and everybody who was anybody was there and besides, 
quipped someone In the crowd, "The movie hasn't changed in 
u while." 


Percy called himself the Republican senator representing 


Iowa because the two senators from that state arc Demo- 
crats. So the gathering looked to him for answers. They want- 
ed to know when Sam Irwin was going to be muzzled, and 
whether Percy was running for President and the energy 
crisis, etc. 


U was dark now and there was one last stop — Muscatlne 


Community College — n tiny school that looks like a savings 
and loan building, plain and box-like. 


More than 100 lowans attended this one. Preceding Percy 


on stage was the college's chorus of boys and girls dressed in 
blue and white blazers and singing the Battle Hymn of the 
Republic. 


FOIl THIS, the final speech, Chuck Percy appeared almost 


as fresh as he had earlier in Molinc. He boomed out the 
words with Die same authority. 


Chuck Percy turned 54 that week and the students at Mus- 


catlnc Community College had a cake prepared for him and a 
white sweatshirt with the college name In red letters. 


He threw aside his suit coat and pulled the sweatshirt over 


his head. He looked 20 years younger. Percy sliced Ills cake, 
while the audience stood in line for a piece. 


He was more jubilant than we had seen him all day. He 


kissed three teen-agers and the wife of the local state repre- 
sentative. 


In n moment, ho would bo gone Into the night, again in the 


Cadillac and again Larry would be driving; this time to Mus- 
catinc Airport where a plane awaits for a trip back to Wash- 
ington. Percy will be at work on n special Congressional 
project by 10 a.m. 


THIS MONTH or next, there will be plans for another trip 


like this one, but to another part of the country where Percy 
is less well known. His aides say he probably will be going to 
the coasts to test the political waters there. 


But how did he do in his own stomping grounds of the 


Midwest? How was he accepted on the Iowa feeler? What did 
they tlilnk of him? 


The other day, I telephoned Larry at the Is'orthern Gravel 


Co. where he works ami asked him. 


"Oh, he's a politician," Larry answered, "but I think he's 


sincere. Too bad he wasn't nominated for vice president after 
Agnew quit." 


A telephone conversation with Jim Nepple drew this re- 


sponse: "I was more than impressed. The older popple wel- 
comed him and the young people liked him. He's a fine politi- 
cian ... who came across very well." 


Then I called Patricia Zimmerman. She thought about the 


questions for a second or two and said: "I thought he did a 
really good job. Ho said some real good things, but I don't 
necessarily agree with him ... but as far as Republicans go, 
he would be a good choice for them."

Asserting our freedom

It was a sliinlng moment in a gloom 


period. Like a glimpse of blue sky in a 
long period of cloudy days, quickly cov- 
ered over again by dark sky. 


It docs little to warm the atmosphere, 


but at least It Is an assurance that be- 
yond the clouds the sun is still shining 
and will break through sooner or later. 


Justice William 0. Douglas, 75, a 


champion of individual liberties and hu- 
man dignity since he joIned the U.S. Su- 
preme Court in 1939, appeared briefly be- 
fore the TV cameras. He had just be- 
come the justice to have served longer 
than any other on the highest court of the 
nation. 


He appeared only briefly. But what he 


snid were the most heartening words 
that this beleagured country has heard in 
many weeks: 


"I have been in Washington long 


enough to realize that people here get the 
idea that they sort of run the country, 
own the country, control the country. 


"But we're all pretty minor characters, 


actually. In the big drama, because the 
people of this country are the sovereigns. 
They can make it exactly the kind of 
country they want... 


"The heart of America Is strong. The 


conscience of America is bright. The fu- 
ture of America is great." 


The idea — the fact — that the people 


are sovereign is one wliich Is easily ob- 
scured, perhaps because it is taken so 
much for granted by the people. 


But that sovereignty has a way of as- 


serting itself when a threat to the rule of 
the people is perceived. 


The latest proof of that \vas hi the 


"firestorm of controversy," to use the 
words of a presidential aide, which swept 
the 
country when President 
NLxon 


cleaned out the Justice Department in 
the worst move he has mada (we hope) 
in the whole Watergate debacle. 


Despite the lame disclaimers of admin- 


istration officials that this firestorm was 
kindled and stoked by an "outrageous," 
hysterical press, the reaction of the 
people was spontaneous and nationwide. 
It is ludicrous to imagine that the na- 
tion's press and electronic media, acting 
independently or in concert, could have 
somehow orchestrated the cries of rage 
which rose from Maine to California at 
the President's action. 


While Nixon loyalists propounded legal- 


istic arguments about whether the Presi- 
dent was defying the nation's laws and 
the courts, the people got right down to 
brass tacks. 


For several days, there had been argu- 


ments among the legal eaclcs over 
whether Mr. NLxon was in contempt of 
court for not having delivered the Water- 
gate tapes as instructed by the court. 


The public was seemingly bored by the 


niceties of those arguments and waited 


doggedly for the issue to be resolved. But 
when the President fired Special Prose- 
cutor Archibald Cox — and nobody ever 
seriously questioned his legal right to do 
so — the people, vrtthout consulting any 
constitutional authorities, quickly con- 
cluded that the Watergate investigation 
was being perverted. 


It was a fortunate accident of time that 


all this occurred during a holiday week- 
end, at a time when 90 per cent of the 
members of Congress were in their home 
districts. Senators and congressmen saw 
immediately and directly the reaction of 
their constituents, and many of tium 
were quite candid in their awe of the 
public uproar. 


As the lawmakers drifted back to 


Washington late Monday night the lead- 
ership of both parties got first-hand 
reports of the depth of the Indignation 
which the President had stirred. By 
Tuesday the White House had been con- 
vinced that the President must back 
down on the tapes. 


One wondcts if the administration 


would have retreated if it had only heard 
of the public outrage through the press, 
which it is so inclined to distrust. 


Be that as it may, the reaction of the 


people was a forceful reminder to those 
in the highest positions in Wasirgton that 
they do not own the country, that the 
people, when they speak, have the final 
say in what kind of country it Is going to 
be.

'Gifts' equal corruption 


Disclosures last week by the Bet- 


ter Government Association that 
some township officials have been 
accepting 
gifts 
from 
chemical 


companies in return for purchases 
have pointed out again that there 
are numerous ways for corruption 
to invado public office. 


Yes. the word is corruption, even 


'hough the amounts of money were 
small and the mctltods by wliich 
township officials fattened their 
wallets were circumspect. 


As the BGA outlined the meth- 


odology, township officials would 
purchase small amounts of deter- 
gents and other types of household 
chemicals from certain companies 
and In return receive "premiums" 
in the form of gift certificates or 
goods. 


Named by the BGA as one offi- 


cial who accepted the premiums 
was Schaumburg Highway Comr. 
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Ralph Wilkening who has admitted 
he received — and kept — 5375 in 
gift certificates after he bought 
certain chemicals. 


The way these things work, in all 


probability no charges will be filed 
against Wilkening. 


The State's Attorney's 
office 


does not seem very interested in 
wholesale indictments since the 
amounts involved arc so small, and 
other politicians are reacting to the 
matter ns if it is n shame Wilken- 
ing is being put through an unnec- 
essary embarrassment, they reason. 


We don't share that view at all. 


We think Wilkening should resign 
from his office immediately and at 
the very least apologize to the 
people of his community for his 
scandalous behavior. 


We find it incredible that some- 


one who admittedly has benefited 
from his public office has the ef- 
frontery to stay on the job and that 
his cronies in other township of- 
fices have the gall to picture Wil- 
kening as the one who deserves 
sympathy. 


Among the comments: Schaum- 


burg Township Auditor Walter 
Wing said what Wiikening did in 
keeping the $350 was different than 
a bribe. "He accepted a gift that 
was not solicited." 


Vern Laubcnstein, township su- 


pervisor, said it's too difficult to 
draw a line between gifts taken by 
Wilkening and other gratuities 
such as free dinners. 


And Township Clerk Kay Wojcik 


was reported saying such gifts are 


"a fact of life." In truth, Mrs. Woj- 
cik said the practice is a "sad fact 
of life," which gives her meaning 
not as harsh a ring. 


Nevertheless, township officials 


throughout the state have closed 
ranks behind their accused breth- 
ren and have dodged the real issue.

Cairo exemplifies racial trends

WASHINGTON - 
'I think," said Rev. 


John I. Cobb, "that 'South' has moved all 
over the country." 


Cobb, a black minister from Cairo, III., 


made the comment at a hearing of the U. 
S. Civil Rights Commission on the racial 
situation In tho Illinois town. 


He had no intention of slurring the 


South. What ho meant was that there is 
today a northern white resistance to In- 
tegration that parallels resistance In 
such places as Alabama and Mississippi 
In the late 1950s and through tho low)*. 


Cairo is not unique. The resistance has 


been militant in Detroit against school 
busing, in Chicago against Integrated 
suburban housing and In New York 
against transfer of black students to 


white schools. 


Where Cairo has perhaps been unique 


is in the degree of resistance and the 
violence that accompanied the push for 
civil rights in the southern Illinois town. 


Paul Good, who sifted through the ex- 


tensive record of the commission's hear- 
ings on Cairo and prepared a report on 
them, put It this way: 


" B l a c k s marched, boycotted and 


fought pitched battles with white vigil- 
antes, and the city experienced a long 
night of shooting, burning and disorder 
unmatched in its duration anywhere else 
in the country. That night still has not 
ended." 


While the commission hearings were 


meant to document racism in a par- 
ticular town, Good snid he found a more 


distrublng theme. 


"During the hearings," he wrote, "one 


listened in vain when slate and federal 
officials testified, to hear a tone of out- 
rage In their voices at conditions in 
Cairo. 


"But the capacity for outrage over rac- 


ism seemed to have deserted them, If 
they ever possessed it." 


Good said their attitudes "perhaps are 


understandable at a time when national 
leaders are not above using code words 
that arc really racist shibboleths, as they 
practice their politics. The officials take 
their cue from those on top and when 
'leaders' chose to lead backwards, su- 
bordinates follow." 


Just as important, perhaps, was 


Good's defense of the city of Cairo. Cairo 
whites, he said, "have been conditioned 


and because of this Forest View has one 
of the most modern and active student 
councils in Illinois. 


I am immensely proud of Forest View 


and of its student council and I feel that 
we deserve some recognition.

turns the American Dream into the 
American Tragedy depends on the na- 
tional conscience and will." (UPI) 


Halloween must be near,

we're hearing the "spook stories" about 
UNICEF again. (I refer to Gertrude Gro- 
gan's letter in the Herald of October 25). 
We know that these annual attempts to 
discredit the United Nations Children's 
Fund are the work of groups opposed to 
the U. N. — but most Americans do not 
believe that deprived children should be 
made the victims of political opinions. 


This year the charges seem to focus 


on UNICEF's plans to help the children 
of Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia recover 
from a disastrous war. The UNICEF in- 
ternational board has allocated a total of 
$3 million for current aid programs for 
all of Indo-China's children — a piti- 
fully small amount measured against the 
needs. Whatever help UNICEF provides 
will depend entirely on supplemental 
contributions by European and Asian 
governments. As far ns the children of 
North Viet Nam, no American funds will 
be Involved. 


Opponents of the United Nations have 


distorted this relief program with false 
charges that "money collected by UNI- 
CEF will be turned over to Hanoi to re- 
ward aggression." Anyone familiar with 
the facts knows that this is not true. 
UNICEF gives no money to any govern- 
ment to spend as it wishei. Over 80 per 
cent of UNICEF aid is given hi medical 
supplies, high protein food supplements, 
and equipment for carefully supervised 
child care programs in ill developing 
countries. Most of it Is purchased In the 


U. S. The remaining percentage goes for 
training grants for teachers and health 
workers. 


These facts have been confirmed by of- 


ficial State Department bulletins. UNI- 
CEF's mandate is to help any child in 
need, regardless of his race, nationality, 
religion or the political system in his 
country. That is why it has been endorsed 
by five presidents, both Illinois Senators, 
Mayor Daley, and many civic and reli- 
gious leaders. 


And it is why millions of our children 


learn about caring and sharing when 
they go out to "Trick or Treat for UNI- 
CEF" on Halloween.

You can help conserve scarce energy 


this winter by learning to live comfort- 
ably In a cooler environment. A potential 
shortage of energy threatens home- 
owners this winter In addition to a rising 
cost of fuel — oil, gas nnd electrical pow- 
er. Thus, even though you can afford to 
pay, fuel may be rationed or restricted 
in some way. 


So — you have two good reasons to 


attack heat outflow — saving cash and 
avoiding running out of fuel. 


Heat energy escapes through the walls, 


roof, ground, nnd openings In your house. 
There's no way you can stop the flow, 
but you can slow the rote at which It 
csca;>es. And for every 100,000 BTU's of 
heat energy you keep In your house, 
that's 100,000 fewer BTU's you need to 
replace by burning more fuel. 


AS YOU LOOK for ways you and your 


family can slow the escape of heat from 
your house, think of heat like water. Wa- 
ter runs faster down a steep slope than 
down a gentle slope, 


Hent acts similarly: that Is, it will es- 


cape more rapidly If the outside tem- 
perature Is much lower than the Interior 
temperature. Engineers call this the heat 
gradient — like n geologist's stream 
gradient. 


There's little you can do about the out- 


side temperature, although windscreens, 
dense shrubbery, trees, and roof over- 
hangs can blunt the effect of outside 
wind and temperature extremes. But you 
can control Inside temperatures. Setting 
your thermostat higher than necessary 
Increases the heat gradient — raises the 
high end of the slope and, thus, quickens 
the pace of heat flowing tlirough walls 
and roof. 


For every one degree Fahrenheit 


above 70 degrees that you maintain the 
thormostat, you can expect to burn 
roughly 3 per cent more fuel. If you 
maintain 74 degrees F Inside, you will be 
upplng your fuel bill by about 10-12 per 
cent.

Inside temperatures in the U.S. typically- 
range higher by two to five degrees. 


Body comfort levels are affected by 


cold wall and window surfaces too. Heat 
is transferred by any one or combination 
of these three methods — conduction, 
where one surface touches another; con- 
vection, where n difference In tempera- 
ture sets up a flow of air that curries 
heat with it; and radiation, where a 
w a r m surface radiates heat clcc- 
Iromagnctlcally to a cooler surface. 


All of these lie at transfer methods arc 


constantly at work bringing the tempera- 
tures of a system to one even level — 
cooling the warm objects and warming 
the cold objects — like water seeking a 
common level. 


You need not "live cold" at a lower 


Inside temperature if you apply the heat- 
transfer principles to your clothing. A 
sweater Insulates your body against a 
heat loss cither by convection or radi- 
ation. You can wear a long-sleeve shirt 
or blouse along with heavier pants to 
slow heat loss. The pantsuits for women 
are ready-made for living in a slightly 
cooler environment. 


WHEN YOUR WARM skin is near a 


cold window, It radiates heat toward the 
window — and you feel cool. 


The same action causes the earth'1! 


surface to radiate heat into outer space 
on a clear night. 


Even when room air is 72-74 degrees, 


you may feel chilly near a window or 
wall. Just by covering the window with 
loose drapes, you hide the cold glass sur- 
faces from your body and, thus, rcduco 
the heat loss through radiation. In- 
sulation in walls keeps their Inner sur- 
face relatively warm. 


One more effect can help you adapt to 


a cooler interior atmosphere. As per-

Some will be ruined by improper clean- 
ing, even losing the exterior coating that 
made them so attractive in the first

A \\\\n: VAIUETY of metal polishes Is 


available and n good hardware store will 
carry most of them. A metal polish gen- 
erally consists of a sohcnt and a mild 
abrnsUc 
The solvent dissolves the 


oxides that form on metal surfaces. The 
abrasive Li there for polishing. 


These arc mild polishes generally and 


arc to bo preferred because they do the 
least damage to the metal. But a mild 
polish Is only effective before tarnish be- 
comes too thick and heavy. Although the 
polish may be mild, use It sparingly, es- 
pecially on plated metals. Frequent pol- 
ishing eventually wears through the plat- 
ing. 


To avoid this problem with plated sur- 


faces give them a protective coating 
while still new and clean. A coat of clear 
lacquer lasts indefinitely and the sur- 
faces can be wiped off with no damage to 
the plating. 


Apply lacquer only to a clean surface. 


Use a mile polish that will not scratch to 
remove all dirt and tarnish. Wipe with a 
rag dipped in denatured alcohol to re- 
move all traces of polish. Then polish 
with a dry cloth.

before lacquering. Apply two coats with 
brush or spray.

Solid copper, bronze or brass arc du- 


rable and do not present the problems of 
thin plating. But a coating of lacquer can 
help these loo since they arc metals that 
tarnish easily. They can then be cleaned 
with the mildest polish and soap and wa- 
ter. 


Objects of copper, bronze and brass 


may become pitted through neglect. 
Clean first with a mild kitchen cleanser, 
then rinse with hat water. Remaining 
stains should be cleaned with a solution 
of vinegar and salt followed by rinsing in 
clear, hot water and polishing. 


ALUMINUM doesn't rust but it does 


become dull and pitted in time, especial- 
ly when exposed to the weather. Moke 
aluminum bright again with fine steel 
wool pads and mild soap. Avoid strong 
cleaning agents, particularly those with 
lye. These discolor the aluminum. Spe- 
cial aluminum cleaners arc available 
which will do the job easily if not neg- 
lected for too long. 


Stainless steel docs stain If substances 


dry on the surface. Soap and water are 
generally enough to clean It. Acid con- 
taining foods may discolor the steel but 
this can be corrected with a metal pol- 
ish. 


Chromium is a plated metal and should 


be cleaned with care. Use soap and wa- 
ter or a mild polish. The kind sold espe- 
cially for chrome cleaning is best. Harsh 
abrasives will scratch the surface. If pos- 
sible, protect the surface with wax.

If you've postponed plans to look for on 


existing homo In an established commu- 
nity because you've heard that: 


• They've been priced out of sight. 
• Mortgage funds are practically non- 


existent, and 


• Interest rates have skyrocketed, you 


could bo making a very big mistake. 


One of Chicago's leading real estate 


authorities points out that sellers havo 
been exposed to the same reports. The 
payoff Is that some of the best used 
homo buys In tlio last year arc now 
available. 


"There Is no question that a wave ot 


negative psychology has swept the mar- 
ket," observes Robert G. Walters, vice 
president and general sales manager, 
residential division, for Balrd & Warner, 
Inc. 


"Significantly, In the face of reduced 


demand,. sellers havo lowered their 
sights and they are pricing homes at lev- 
els lower than the trend of the past year 
or so," ho suggested. 


He pointed out that there Is usually a 


seasonal dip In demand at this time of 
year anyway. Coupled with the decision 
of potential buyers to wait, sobered sell- 
ers are finding tho market even softer 
than usual and. according to Walters, 
price tags have become more appealing. 


WALTERS ASSERTED, however, that 


condition* arc not as drastic as widely 
reported and the purchase of an existing 
home now makes good sense for several 
reasons. 


"First of all, the reports that mortgage 


funds have dried up Is nonsense. Even 
though there has been a slowdown In 
saving*, lending Institutions arc not total- 
ly dependent on savings for funds. You'll 
find that, according to Industry statistics, 
loan repayments account for about 40 per 
cent of dollar Income and payoffs or pre- 
payments represent about another 20 per 
cent of Income to thrift Institutions. 


"So even though they may bo ex- 


periencing a reduction of net savings, 
most savings and loans and banks have 
money to lend. Ant! the pressure for 
credit from both sellers and buyers will 
keep money available for mortgages," 
said Walters. 


TURNING TO tho matter of rising 


costs of credh, Walters sold that "even 
though mortgage Interest rates arc close 
to tho legal limit of 7.0 per cent In Illi- 
nois, that's tn Increase of loss than ono 
percentage point over tho last nine 
months. At best, Interest rates were run- 
ning from 7 to 7.S per cent." 


Ho said this Increase was paltry com- 


pared to the rising prlco of new homes.

Draperies should be drawn as soon as

tion. Cram steel wool Into any you find. 
Not only will It cut down on drafts, the 
council says, It will also prevent mice 
from using your house as their winter 
headquarters. 


Repair or replace any loose or broken 


shingles. Ditto with windows. Storm 
sashes on windows and doors will reduce 
their heat loss by more than half, and 
significantly reduce fuel consumption. 
The same point can be raised for in- 
sulation. There should be at least four 
inches of loose Insulation In the attic, and 
two inches above any crawl space. Call 
In a heating contractor who can advise 
you how to Install Insulation even in an 
older home. 


More than anything else, make sure 


your heating system Is in good working 
order. Have the chimney cleaned and the 
burner adjusted so that the flame burns 
cleanly. Vacuum all registers, baseboard 
heating panels, and other heat dis- 
tributors.

Registration and Education has launched 
a special Investigation to seek out those 
realty brokers and salesmen involved In 
illegal practices have drawn a favor- 
able reaction from Chicago's realtors. 


Referring to initial reports that in- 


dicate fewer than 20 brokers and sales- 
men arc targets for the state's probe, 
Chicago Real Estate Board Pres. Ber- 
nard Kotz sold, "This is something wo 
have been saying for years. There arc 
only a small handful of these fast-buck 
operators who prey on the emotions and 
ignorance of some citizens, but they re- 
ceive all the publicity while the legal and 
ethical practices of the other 99 per cent 
go unnoticed." 


Speaking for the 2,000-mcmbor Chicago 


Real Estate Board, Katz said, "We were 
finally able to have a law passed that 
will hopefully rid the neighborhoods of 
the unscrupulous operators while protect- 
ing the rights of the honest brokers and 
salesmen as well as the public. Chicago's 
realtors worked with realtors throughout 
the state In helping the Illinois legisla- 
ture write and vote its approval of a 
meaningful law," Katz said. 


HIS COMMENTS concerned HB 707, 


passed earlier this year by the state leg- 
islature and signed Into law on Sept. 20 
by Governor Walker. 


"Our support of the work of the in- 


vestigations by tho Department of Regis- 
tration and Education Is predicated on 
their strict adherence to the facts of any 


case it examines," Katz said. "If the 
emotionalism and private interests of 
special groups tend to distract the in- 
vestigation from the facts of a situation, 
then its true purpose will have been com- 
promised and nullified. The realtors of 
Illinois worked for months in support of 
this bill, and now the local neighborhood 
groups are beginning to recognize it as 
the boon it is intended to be. 


"We bcliove this is an excellent ex- 


ample of an Industry policing Itself," 
Katz continued. "We now hove a more 
effective law that promises to bring high- 
er standards to brokers and salesmen 
throughout the State." 


Katz noted that realtors, active mem- 


bers of a local board of realtors and tho 
state and national associations of real- 
tors, have for generations pledged them- 
selves to a strict code of ethics, and have 


established highly-repeated programs of 
education and professionalism. In Chi- 
cago, only active members of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board ore entitled to 
use the identifying term Realtor, a privi- 
lege which is protected by federal law. 


The new law establishes higher educa- 


tional requirements than did the old law 
for persons to be licensed as real estate 
brokers and salesmen. It also establishes 
the office of Real Estate Commissioner 
to work with the Department of Registra- 
tion and Education to enforce the laws. 


PRACTICES commonly known as 


panic-peddling and block-busting are also 
made illegal by the law. 


A special recovery fund Is also created 


by a provision in the new law. This fund, 
financed by special assessments from 
real estate brokers and salesmen, will al- 
low any citizen who suffers losses be- 


cause of illegal acts by realty operators 
In Illinois to receive up to $10,000 in dam- 
ages, plus possible attorney fees. 


"The Department of Registration and 


Education has an excellent record of pro- 
tecting the public from unscrupulos real 
estate operators," Katz said. "Now the 
director, Dr. Dean Barringer, and his 
staff will be aided by a new, tougher 
law, and by the commissioner of real es- 
tate. The realtors of Chicago continue to 
offer their full support' to the purpose 
and functions of these offices In their ef- 
forts to rid the industry of the fast-buck 
operators," Katz said.

But other schools, besides York, which 


arc expected to be in the thick of the 
battle, arc

and

Reasons for York being favored arc 


their tremendous tradition (five state 
harrier titles in the last 11 years), their 
discipline and great coach Joe Newton, 
and the fact that they romped to victory 
in the Peoria Invitational last month, a 
meet which included every top team in 
the state except Rivcrslde-Brookflcld.

Dear Dorothy: I have a lovely patch of 


parsley and wonder if there Is a way to 
preserve It for future use — maybe even 
freeze It.

Sure, but there are other things you 


can do, too. One is to pot some of it and 
have it on your windowsill all winter. An- 
other Is to dry the leaves, as a lot of us 
do. Rinse well, put the leaves in a flat 
pan and every time the oven Is used and 
turned off, the pan goes in. This done 
several times, the leaves come out abso- 
lutely dry and go into tightly scaled glass 
jars. Of course, they can be used only in 
cooking, but this goes for the, freezing, 
too. 
In freezing, clean some tender 


sprigs, cutting off the tough stems. Pack 
in small airtight containers in layers so 
the leaves can be taken apart easily. 


Dear Dorothy: Here's another use for 


the granules used to line kitten boxes — 
and should delight many people. Use it to 
deodorize shoes and boots — particularly 
men's \vork shoes. Fill the shoes with 
granules, then bury under more gran- 
ules. One day's treatment does the trick 
and the shoes lose all odor of per- 
spiration and mildew. Not only that, but 
for some reason the odor doesn't seem to 
build up as quickly as before the treat- 
ment.

Dear Dorothy: Is there a trick to keep 


drop cookies from spreading too much? 


—Martha Tippet 


If the dough is too sticky, add more 


flour. If the eggs are too large, cut down 
a little on the other liquid. Don't over- 
beat the dough. If the recipe calls for 
baking soda, don't use more than called 
for (this, too, is a common cause of 
spreading). The dough should be cold, as 
should the cookie sheet — and this 
shouldn't be greased. Be sure to test one 
batch to make sure both rack and heat 
are right.

SPEAKING OF defective automobiles, 


columnist Jack Anderson has added his 
voice to others demanding safer design 
and positioning of automobile gas tanks. 
Says Anderson, "Between 2.000 and 3,500 
Americans arc burned to death In auto 
accidents every year ... the victims of 
poor engineering and government indlf- 
fcrcncc." 


According to Anderson, tests filmed for 


the U.S. government show that upon rolr 
end impact, gas tanks located near the 
rear of the car rupture, spewing gas into 
the car and on the road. When Ignited by 
sparks from the Impact, the burning gas 
quickly cremates occupants of the car. 


Yet, Anderson charges, the major au- 


tomobile manufacturers have refused to 
heed these and other tests, including 
their own, and relocate the gas tank over 


the axle. General Motors, he reported, Is 
oven moving Its tank further back. 


INTERESTINGLY, 
Anderson 
ob- 


served, auto racing, which the auto In- 
dustry supports for the alleged purpose 
of auto safety research, has long had 
strict requirements to avoid unnecessary 
fire. 


The National Association for Stock Car 


New car gripe?

Auto Racing, Anderson said, requires 
racing autos to have a "firewall of sirel 
not less than 20 gauge thickness," and a 
gas tank "as far forward as possible In 
the trunk compartment." • 


Anderson noted that the Insurance In- 


stitute for Highway Safety and Ralph Na- 
der's Center for Auto Safety have pre- 
sented their findings on fuel systems to 
the Transportation Department, and 
have been supported in Congress by Rep. 
John Moss, D-Calif. 


But, says Anderson, the Big Tlircc au- 


tomakers have responded only by "vigor- 
ously defending the safety of their cars," 
and the Transportation Department has 
largely Ignored the Issue.

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Suburbia must also face 
growth of urban crime

The hlfilt rate of urban crime poses 


proat concern for the general population. 
Crime In (he cillcs docs nut affect city 
dwellers alone. It often affects (lie subur- 
banite who works In the city ns well. And 
if crime rates have risen as the popu- 
lation of cities Itns grown — what does 
that portend for (lie continually ex- 
panding suburbs? 


Dr. Harold Keldman, director of the 


Qulnn Kehabllitation Program for drug 
ndcllcts at tlie Essex County (N.J.) 
Penitentiary has been studying factors 
contributing to crime in Newark and has 
come up with Jonio interesting Ideas 
about why crimes nre committed and 
how they can be deterred. 


"We're talking about strangor-to- 


stranger crimes: murder, atrocious as- 
sault and battery, rape, sexual attacks. 
Murder can occur." he explained, "with- 
in the family or among people who know 
each other. Tito crimes we're talking 
about arc moitly those of assault — that 
l< robbery with an armed weapon where 
murder results In the process of the rob- 
bery or the crime of rape. 


"THESE CHIMES arc often the result 


of poor social relations or poor mental 
health care. In Newark, for Instance the 
high crime rale con be attributed to the 
poverty and the black and white 
struggle. Many of the Blacks in Newark 
come from the South where they were 
lacking certain advantages, facilities — 
they were suppressed in most endeavors. 


"So they come North with a chip on 


their shoulders believing they have to 
reach out for what they can get. They 


reach by committing crimes because 
thoy don't have the backgrounds which 
would help them in legitimized work. 
And their authority figure becomes the 
welfare agencies. They do not know how 
to dci>end on themselves and they have 
no sense of community." 


Another of Dr. Fcldman's findings 


alxmt the causes of urban crime is start- 
ling — pollution. "Newark Is a highly In- 
thistrlullml area and according to our 
study iHillutants point out to be a factor 
in (lie amount of crime in our urban 
area. 


"Pollutants may have a chemical ef- 


fect — we can't explain it specifically 
Ix-cnnsc we haven't ilnnc any specific 
biologic .studies. It seems there is some 
chemical reaction in the individual to 
particular agents like sulfur dioxide, 
ozone, even smoke shade like fog and 
smog." 


UllliAN CltlMK.S. according to Dr. 


Feldman, arc greater than small-town 
crimes because of the population in- 
crease, crowding, poverty, and less 
neighborly help available. "A great deal 
of family problems result in criminal 
acts. Many of the people I sec come from 
broken homes, parents separated while 
the inmate was in nn early stage of his 
life and n great deal of alcoholism in the 
family is prevalent among criminal of- 
fenders." 


Dr. Fcldmnn thinks one way of reduc- 


ing crime is to provide psychiatric treat- 
ment to people before they arc jailed or 
tried. He believes this would reduce Uio 
amount of recitlvlsm that comes from 
many jailed people. "If people nre found 
to have been mentally 111 at the time of 
their crime they should be committed to 
the State hospital — If not, they should 
be put on trial. 


Social Security and You 


Persons receiving medical services 


covered by Medicare are reminded by 
Norman R. Thoresen, manager of the Ar- 
lington Heights Social Security office, to 
request payment promptly. "As soon as 
your bills come to $60 send them to the 
office that will handle your medical In- 
surance claims," 
suggests 
Thoresen. 


"Additional bills should be sent as soon 
at you get them. You will be paid sooner 
that way," 


"Medicare cannot pay for any bills in- 


curred during the period of Oct. 1, 1971, 
to Sept. 30, 1972 unless n claim Is sent In 
before Jan. 1,191A," Thoresen added. 


The form to use to submit a claim Is 


the "Request for Medicare Payment." 
Copies of this form may be obtained 
from any social security office. The 


claim should be sent to the carrier for 
the state where the services were re- 
ceived, except for railroad annuitants 
who should send their claims to the 
Travelers Insurance Co. nearest their 
home. 


"Of course payment cannt be made for 


sen-ices received before the date medi- 
cal insurance protection started — the 
effective date appearing on your Medi- 
care card," Thoresen said. "Medicare 
benefits were not available to persons re- 
ceiving disability checks from social se- 
curity or railroad retirement to two or 
more years, until July 1,1973."

New beef labeling ends 
guesswork at meat-counter 


KIND 


PRIMAL 
CUT 


RETAIL CUT 


A new labeling system instituting 


uniform retail meat identification 
standards has been established by an 
industry wide cooperative committee 
spearheaded by the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board. This system is, 
in effect, a universal meat language 
as every meat cut has been given an 
accurate anatomical name. 


The newly established logical terminology replaces a lingo including literally 


hundreds of "fanciful" names that vary from slate to state, city to city and even store 
to store. For example the beef cut now termed a heel of round is known as a Pike's 
Peak, Diamond or Horseshoe Roast, a Denver Pot Roast or a Beef Round Heel 
Pot-Roast, depending on where it's sold. 


The 34 standard cuts from the beef chuck alone are called over 200 names and the 


six basic steaks from the beef loin (club, T-Bone, Porterhouse, top loin, sirloin and 
tenderloin) are sold under more than four dozen different labels. Most of the 
"fanciful" names have been acquired by usage, caprice, merchandising zeal and 
mere chance. They are virtually meaningless and have caused confusion at the meat 
counter. 


"Master List of Recommended Names" totaling more than 300 identifications for 


as many retail cuts of beef, pork, lamb and veal is the solution adopted by the 
Industrywide Cooperative Meat Identification Standards Committee coordinated by 
the Meat Board. 


The new meat label language, or meat identity labeling as it is called, is easy to 


learn. First on every label appears the kind of meat, such as — Beef. Following on 
the same line is the primal (wholesale) cut, such as — Chuck. This second word tells 
where the meat comes from on the animal. The standard name of the retail cut, 
such as Blade Roast, is printed on the second line. This tells what part of the primal 
cut the specific retail cut of meat comes from. 


The retailer has the option of including his own name for the cut, but only if the 


correct standard identification appears on the regular label. In this case a label 
reading Beef Round, Heel of Round also could include the terminology of Pike's 
Peak or Denver Pol-Roast. 


Three dorcn of the most popular beef cuts, identified in the new label language, 


are illustrated below. The most acceptable cooking method for each is included.

For those who have a penchant to try 


Mexican cooking from time to time, I 
recommend recipes from "The Mexican 
Cook Book" by George and Inger Wall- 
nee, published by Nitty Gritty Produc- 
tions of Concord, Calif., and available in 
paperback at a modest price.. 


This work not only gives excellent reci- 


pes, but supplies historical backgrounds 
nnd much of the folklore related to devel- 
opment of the Mexican cuisine, \\lilch 
combines Spanish, French and nathc In- 
fluences. 


A simple yet delicious Mexican dish is 


that for Empanadas, or Turnovers, 
which give one an excellent opportunity 
to use leftovers. Step One. Sift 2 cups 
flour. 2 teaspoons baking powder, and 1 
teaspoon salt. Cu> In '= cup shortening 
with pastry blender. Add 1/3 cup Ice wa- 
ter and knead lightly. 


Step Two. Prepare a filling by mixing 


together 1 cup cooked chicken, minced, 
with 2 3 cup mild white or chcddar 
cheese, shredded, 3 tablespoons chopped 
green olives, 6 minced ripe olives, 1 
clove garlic, minced (or garlic powder to 
taste), and 1/8 teaspoon orcgano. 


Step Three. Divide dough Into 12 balls. 


Roll each into a circle 1/8-inch thick. Put 
1 large spoonful of filling on half of each 
circle. Moisten edges of circles with wa- 
ter, fold over the filling and press edges 
together with fingers, then crimp with 
fork tines. 


Fry the cmpanados In hot oil (300 de- 


grees) until golden and drain on paper 
toweling. Or, you can put the empanadas 
In a baking dish and bake at 400 degrees 
for 20 minutes. Serves G. 


AN UNUSUAL FISH dish Is Pescado a 


la Madclcnc. Chop together 1/3 cup al- 
moivls nnd 'i cup parsley. Wash and 
wipe dry 1'j pounds of fish fillets, turbot, 
red snapper, bass or halibut. Place fish 
in a lightly buttered baking dish and 
sprinkle with the almond-parsley mix- 
ture. 


Melt 2 tablespoons butter and mix In 2 


teaspoons lemon juice. Pour half this 
mixture over fish. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, then cover tightly with foil and 
bake 15 minutes at 350 degrees. 


Remove foil, pour remaining half of

cy-tavlng Investment, but the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture (USDA) warns 
consumers to proceed with caution. 


Here arc some USDA guidelines that 


may help >ou decide If a bulk meat pur- 
chase Is best for you: 


Your first consideration should be to 


find a dealer with n well established rep- 
utation for honeity and fairness. The 
length of time he has been In business In 
the community li n fairly reliable In- 
dication of liN reputation but check with 
the local Better Binlncs* Bureau or 
Chamber of Commerce If you're not 
sure. 


Beware the dealer who advertises fan- 


tastic bargains too sensational to believe, 
nml then, when >ou Inquire about them, 
tries lo switch >ou to jomcthlng more 
expensive. No dealer can afford to give 
meat away, and reputable ones will not 
pretend to do so 


A beef carcass, side, or quarter Is nor- 


mally sold by Us "hanging weight" 
which Is Its weight as It hangs on a hook 
prior to removal of the bones and excess 
fat First-time bulk beef buyers com- 
monly mhtakc the "hanging weight" to 
k« the amount of meat they take home, 
when, In fact, the actual amount of 
edible meat taken home will bo consid- 
erably le<s than Iho "hanging weight" of 
the purchase. 


This example Illustrates the point: an 


average 300 pound side of beef will yield 
approximately 225 pounds of edible meat 
to take home, but you pay for the entire 
r>00 pounds Including the 75 pounds of fat 
and bones that has been removed Tills 
makes the actual cost per pound of 
alible meat higher than the listed cost 
per pound 


A L'SDA ru!e-of-thumb Is the average 


carcass will yield 25 per cent steaks, 25 
per cent roasts, 25 per cent ground and 
stewing beef, and 2*5 per cent waste. 


Before buying, be sure to select the 


quality of meat you want, otherwise you 
might not be satisfied with your pur- 
chase even If it was expensive. There 
arc eight USDA beef quality grades that 
can help you select the quality of beef 
you prefer. USDA Prime Is the top 
grade, and USDA Choice — the grade 
most commonly found In supermarkets 
— Is the next highest and most popular 
grade Most people find USDA Good — 
the third highest grade — quite satisfac- 
tory. 


The other USDA grades in descending 


order of quality arc: Standard, Com- 
mercial, Utility, Cutter, and Conner. The 
presence of any of these red shield- 
shaped grade stamps on the outside fat 
covering of the meat is your assurance 
that It meets the quality standards of 
that particular grade. 


Since some carcasses contain more 


waste than others, knowing the per- 
centage of waste In a specific carcass 
will help you determine the amount of 
edible meat It'll yield. The percantage of 
waste can be accurately estimated by re- 
ferring to the carcass USDA Yield 
Grade. The higher the number, the high- 
er the percentage of waste will be. A 
Yield Grade 1 carcass will yield 70 B per 
cent or more edible moat; a Yield Grade 
2 from 752 to 79.7 per cent; a Yield 
Grade 3 from 706 to 75 1 per cent; a 
Yield Grade 4 from 66 0 to 70 5 per cent; 
and a Yield Grade 5,65.9 per cent or less 
edible meat. 


The yield grade stamp rarely appears 


on single retail cuts, but docs appear on 
the larger wholesale cuts and is very 
useful In estimating the waste in bulk 
purchases. But, like quality grading,

meaning not all carcasses are yield 
graded. USDA officials say the kind of 
carcass to look for Is USDA Choice, 
Yield Grade 2. A "Choice 2" or "Choice 
3" wilt have high quality meat without 
excess waste. 


Remember, when you buy a carcass, 


side, or quarter, you get all the cuts 
from It, from steaks to hamburger, 
at the same price per pound. Compare 
the amounts of each different cut you'll 
bo getting with the price you would pay 
for the some thing at the supermarket. 


Don't forget to include the cost of cut- 


ting, wrapping, and freezing In the total 
cost. Sometimes these expenses are in- 
cluded in the listed price, and sometimes 
they aren't. Ask about them. Also Include 
the cost of operating your home freezer 


and any finance charges involved. 


For most people, buying meat In bulk 


Is confusing because they're dealing with 
a product they are unfamiliar with — 
meat in carcass form. If you make a 
wise purchase, you can save money buy- 
ing meat In bulk. But, since the purchase 
usually involves a considerable amount 
of money, you should thoroughly in- 
vestigate all aspects of the purchase be- 
fore you buy. 


To help you moke wise decisions USDA 


has prepared a useful 27-page booklet ti- 
tled "How to Buy Meat for Your Freez- 
er," (G-166).

Okuma often Invites friends and fellow 
employes to her DCS Plalncs home to 
learn the techniques of making egg rolls 
and tcmpura. 


Upon hearing about my disastrous at- 


tempt at making fried rice, Uni simply 
pulled out her skillet and provided a 
first-hand demonstration. She's well ver- 
sed In the art of Oriental cooking ard 
willing to share her knowledge to those 
Milling to learn. 


I'M DOESN'T proport to be n purist 


and will not object If you happen to like 
n little catsup on your fried rice. Nor will 
she" hesitate to use bacon In fried rice 
although she admits that many less liber- 
ated cooks would find the addition not In 
keeping with true Oriental cookery. But 
this captivating woman feels that food Is 
to be enjoyed — be It Japanese, Chinese 
or American. 


"Food that Is pleasant to look at Is al- 


ways more appealing," said Unl on the 
theory Iwhlnd the esthetic quality of Ori- 
ental foods. 


.Serving li just as Important as prepa- 


ration and cooking, she said. "You never 
throw the food on the plate, but take 
time to make It attractive." 


COOKING IS FUN with Unl and she 


sets forth with few Inhibitions, working 
quickly and confidently. Tills U not to 
say tli.it her recipe for egg rolls Is a 
snap. Preparing the Ingredients will take 
time for 'hose loss adept at chopping and 
slicing the numerous Ingredients for the 
egg roll filling. 


Although egg roll wrappers may not be 


available at local supermarkets, Unl 
relics on the Star Food Market on Clark 
Street In Chicago for the wrappers, bam- 
boo sliooU. fresh ginger and fresh bean 
sprouts. The ingredients may also be ob- 


tained from Chinatown or any other 
Japanese grocery store. 


Unl's recipe for egg rolls follows along 


with two of her other favorites, Stuffed 
Shrimp and Tcmpura. 


EGG ROLLS 


7 or 8 lean pork chops or a boned 


pork roast (3 pounds) 


<i~ pound or 12 ounce bag of frozen 


dcvcincd, cleaned shrimp 


1 large can Takcnoko (bamboo shoots) 


Piece of fresh ginger and jjarlic 


1 tablespoon peanut butter 


Salad oil 


1 egg white 
3 or 4 pounds egg roll wrappers 


Salt to taste 
Soy sauce to taste (about Vi cup) 


2 or 4 green onions 


Hi to 2 pounds fresh bean sprouts 


First cut meaty part of pork chops Into 


tiny pieces. Cut shrimp, bamboo shoots 
and onions into tiny pieces. 


Line the bottom of hot skillet with oil 


and fry meat and shrimp. After this Is 
thoroughly cooked, add the bamboo 
rhoots, ginger arxi garlic (grated). When 
this Is cooked, add salt, peanut butter 
and soy sauce to taste. At the very end 
add onions and bean sprouts, but do not 
cook this very long. After you have 
tasted tills mixture and It has the right 
flavor, drain into a colander. When 
cooled, take a spoon and spoon into Indi- 
vidual wrappers and seal shut with the 
egg white. 


Fry the scaled egg rolls In oil until 


lightly brown. The wrappers can be cut 
In half for small Individual egg rolls. 
Serve this with a mustard sauce and/or 
a sweet-sour sauce. 


There arc about 20 egg roll wrappers 


In a pound. The more meat and shrimp 
you use In proportion to vegetable!), the 
tastier egg rolls will be. 


This recipe makes approximately r>0 


large egg rolls or 120 small ones. You 
may freeze the extra rolls.

TEMPURA 


Tcmpura consists of batter-coated sea- 


food, meats and vegetables, deep-fried 
by hostess and guests.

Keeping cheese 


Grades have been established for some 


varieties of natural cheese. These are 
based on flavor, body, texture, finish ap- 
pearance and color. 


Hard cheese will keep in the refrig- 


erator for up to several months if pro- 
tected from drying out and mold con- 
tamination. 


Jars of process cheese spreads and 


cheese foods can be kept at room tem- 
perature until opened. After that, refrig- 
erate. 


Attention to two rules will insure a suc- 


cessful cheese dish: use low heat, and do 
not overcook. When cheese Is melted, It 
is cooked. 


Shop according to your needs, not ac- 


cording to your Impulses. 


You can keep Cheddar cheese for sev- 


eral weeks if you refrigerate it in the 
original wrapper until you arc ready to 
use It. After opening, wrap cut cheese in 
foil, waxed paper or plastic to prevent 
drying.

Beside* taking the guess work out of 


buying meat, the new meat Identity pro- 
gram (sec front page, this section) can 
also help homcmakcrs avoid mistakes In 
the kitchen. 


The name of the primal (wholesale) 


cut on the standard label, which signifies 
the location of the retail cut, provides a 
reliable key to the the correct cooking 
method. 


In general, retail cuts from the same 


primal cut of beef arc cooked in the 
s.imc way. The more tender cuts come 
from the less exercised muscles — the 
rib and 'oln. The less tender cuts come 
from the more active muscles located in 
the other wholesale cuts. 


Of the two fundamental types of meat 


cookery (dry heat arxl moist heat), dry 
heat Is best for the tender cut*, moist 
heat for the less lender. Therefore It is 
recommended that retail cuts from the 
wholesale rib and loin (such as rib 
roasts. Porterhouse steaks and sirloin 
steaks) be roasted, broiled, panbroilcd or 
panfrlcd. 


TUB OTIir.lt wholesale beef cuts (in- 


cluding chuck, round, fore shank, bris- 
ket, short plate, flank and tip) arc less 


tender to varvlr-g degrees and arc enjoy- 
able when braised or cooked in liquid. 
Slow cooking in moisture (either steam 
or liquid) around the meat softens the 
connective tissue, the part of the meat 
more difficult to tenderize. Braising, for 
example, is generally recommended for 
pot roasts and steaks from the chuck and 
round. Beef for stew and large less ten- 
der cuts, such ns corned beef brisket, arc 
cooked in liquid. 


There arc, of course, 
exceptions. 


These, however, are easy to keep in 
mind. Some of the cuts from the less ten- 
der parts can be cooked by dry heat 
methods. For example, some large cuts 
such as beef tip (sirloin tip), beef rump 
and beef eye of round roasts can be 
roasted. They are most tender when 
roasted only to rare and carved in thin 
slices for serving. Ground beef and 
cubed steaks from the round, having 
been mechanically tenderized, may be 
broiled, panbroilcd and panfricd. Some 
steaks from less tender cuts such as top 
round steak, flank steak, tip steal; and 
beef chuck blade steak may he Drolled or 
panbroilcd and arc especially satisfac- 
tory when marinated and'or scored and 
served rare and thinly sliced.

United Fund hits two-thirds 
mark in fund-raising effort

The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United 


Fund hiu passed the two-llilnls mark for 
Its efforts to raise $13,000 for this year's 
fund-raising campaign. 


United Fund Prcs. .lames Bauer said 


<n,l!3 has been raised so far. and said he 
expects the $12,000 goal to be reached 
before the end of the campaign. "I'm 
real plcnsed that tills early in the 
campaign «c re two-thirds of the way to 
our goal," he said. 


Originally, the United Fund campaign 


was going to concentrate on local busi- 
ness and Industry this year. Bauer said, 
however, response from this segment of 
the community has been weak. 


"The areas that we're having trouble 


with ore the areas we were hoping to 
have success with, and that's the indusi 
rial and business areas of the campaign," 
he said. 


L'NITliD Fund workers sent more than 


WO letters to local business and Industry. 
Bauer said In response to these letters 
the United Fund raised only $226, "and 
that barely covered the postage." 


In comparison, Bauer said the teachers 


In the local school districts have already 
contributed about $3,200. "The teachers 
have been just great In responding. In 
fact they're carrying the load," Bauer 
said. "They realize that all of the money 
they give there stays in the commu- 
nities." 


The United Fund president said he did 


not know why business and Industry have 
been so slow to respond to this year's 
campaign "They Just haven't come 
across," he said. 


Bauer added, however, that efforts are 


continuing to stimulate some Interest in 
the campaign in these sectors of the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove community. For 
example, a presentation was reccnly 
made to the Wheeling Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


THE 
nESIDENTIAL United Fund 


campaign is going well, according to 
Bauer. He said 1,300 letters were sent to 
local residents, resulting In donations of 
$1.973. "We're over 35 per cent ahead of 
where we were lost year In the residen- 
tial campaign," lie said. 


Bauer attributed the success of the 


residential campaign to the growth of the 


Wheelmg- 
BumloGtove 
UNITED FUND 


Istcnce during last year's campaign. 
"Last year we didn't get anything from 
Tahoe Village because it wasn't there," 
he said. 


Several special projects have also 


brought substantial funds to (his year's 
drive. A McDonald's Day, sponsored by 
the Wheeling drive-in on Dundee Road, 
raised $1,500. The United Fund also 
raised an additional $750 through a rock 
concert at Wheeling High School. 


ACCORDING TO BAUER, the United 


Fund is also looking towards contribu- 
tions from both villages. 


The United Fund president said he 


thinks the $12,000 goal will be met if in- 
terest in the campaign is stimulated in 
the business and Industrial areas. "We 
think if we get any kind of stimulation in 
those areas we should be able to make 
the goal," he said. 


In addition to the $12,000 local goal, the 


United Fund is expecting to get over 
$14,000 from the metropolitan campaign, 
bringing the total amount to over $26,000. 


Money raised by the United Fund will 


be used to support nine local agencies. 
They are Omni-House: Youth Services 
Bureau, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp- 
fire Girls, Northwest Suburban Home- 
makers Service, Clcarbrook Center for 
the Retarded, Countryside Center for the 
Handicapped, Northwest Mental Health 
Center and the Salvation Army Family

• If we call the Buffalo Grove firemen, we'll sec their 


names in the headlines because they have a working para- 
medic program. 


• If we call Buffalo Grove for help, residents of the Lake 


County section of the village may think we can't handle the 
Job of covering their area. 


• Asking Buffalo Grove for help may cause Lake County 


Buffalo Grove residents to vote In favor of annexation into the 
Wheeling district in what seems to be an Inevitable referen- 
dum by Jan. 1. 


While It's entitled to fight for its territory, the Long Grove

began the day before noon, in Moline, 111., at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co , the firm known for its green farm 
tractors The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more than an hour there, 
ending when Percy jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whistlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends in 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the Interview as we approached the city 
limits. Last minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from DCS Moines, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus in two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"HI, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about 800 


of them. All the scats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back. 


"Why are there so many people here today?" I asked a

petite red haired girl who was passing out leaflets at the 
door. "Is this a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically: 
her eyebrows sagged. "Do they make these people come for 
college credit?" 


She said no, that this is just the first in a series of guest 


speakers on campus, that yes there are more kids here than 
expected. 


A senior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out ... I was a nervous wreck. In 71, McGovern got 
about 1,500 when he came here. Last jear. Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) got 200 people . . . this is what I call 
a great turnout," he said. 


The kids were anxious. As Percy walked on stage, their 


attention went with him He began his talk It was on the 
Sovict-U S relations and he urged the Soviets to open up to 
the concept of free speech. 


There is only one group upset with the Senator's appear- 


ance And that is a limp effort by the Young Americans For 
Freedom who like Ronald Reagan better as a presidential can- 
didate They pasted bumper stickers on the walls, but most 
were torn down later by students leaving the union. There are 
only 50 YAF members on campus. 


PERCY WENT ON. "We merely ask that the USSR live up 


to its own constitution which guarantees freedom of speech.1' 


I walked outside Not because the speech was uranteresttng 


but because it is a beautiful day, too nice to stay Indoors even 
to listen to the man who three years from now might have the 
presidential seal in front of him when he talks. 


Sun splashes a shine over the school and students arc car- 


rying their jackets under their arms. Parked outside the 
union are pickup trucks. Across the street dozens of girls arc 
batting a ball around with paddles. The black limousine fa 
front is as out of place as the tall lean Iowa state trooper 
standing next to it. 
* 


Walking alone, between the athletic field and the union, is a 


girl dressed in blue jeans and sweater. She carries a tennis 
racket in one hand and a book entitled "Power Politics" in 
the other. She is small, bespectacled of the wire-rim variety. - 


She says her name is Patncia Zimmerman, 18, a freshman 


from Westchester, 111, and that she is heading for the audito- 
rium for the Percy speech, but a little behind schedule 
; 


Right away she volunteers that she hates Richard Nixon. 


Who does she like? Really nobody, she said. Then why is she 
going to hear Percy? "Because he may capture the "76 nomi- 
nation" was her answer." 


PATRICIA ZIMMERMAN says she is rather typical of col- 


lege kids today. She is concerned but no activist, functioning 
in sort of a transition period between what was and some- 
thing else An Allende rally a few days ago brought out the 
usual people you might find at that kind of thing. Even Patri- 
cia Zimmerman was there, but she wasn't impressed. 


"It seemed like they were using an excuse to protest and It 


didn't work out," she said. 


"So what are students in the heartland of America con- 


cerned about right now?" 


"I'd say politics and the university," she said quickly. 
There is this intramural athletic field and a day-care center

Then you whisper somctlilng 
eloquent like, "Atta boy, good play." 


By standing next to one father I 


learned there arc standard, accepted 
football words that arc to be yelled from 
the sidelines, They Include: Be tough. 
Way to be. Way to go. Get tough. 


I ALSO LEARNED you don't say. "Get 


tough. Billy." You say, "Get tough, Oli- 
ver." 


When it's your kid on the field football 


Is fun in three inches of water after a 
driving rain (that was about three weeks 
ago) and also during the cold driving 
rain (that was last weekend). 


The kids played hard, played to win, 


but also played just because It was fun. 


There were few standing hcros. Any 


kid who did something well was a hero. 
We'd cheer, the kids would practically 
knock him to the ground in their en- 
thusiasm, and tho coach would shake his 


hand and slap him In the shoulder pads. 


I saw only one example of bad sports- 


manship by the kids — and that was pre- 
cipitated by an opposing coach who over- 
reacted to n referee's decision and 
turned into a temporary loudmouth. The 
boys chimed In with the coach. 


WITH THE EXCEPTION of one team 


— Maple, the winners of tho conference 
— our boys dressed in original hodge- 
podge. Few of tho boys had full equip- 
ment. The Park District supplied shoul- 
der pads and helmets and parents sup- 
plied the rest. 


.Jerseys Included everything from fa- 


ther's worn out T-shirt to the purple, 
black, blue, yellow, red or green store- 
bought types. Some had pants with pads; 
most had jeans with holes in the knees. 


They wore lltrte colored pull-overs in 


order to tell the home team from the op- 
position. They may not have looked like 
much but they had a good time. 


That's why we're lucky. 
The DCS Plaincs program is totally dis- 


organized and amateurish compared to 
midget football In other towns near here. 
Our kids begin in mid-September, prac- 
tice twice a week, play six games to the 
cheers nf a few fans and that's It. 


NOW TRY THIS ON for size: One oth- 


cr Northwest suburban community starts 
practicing — daily — In August. They 
have cheerleaders (remember these arc 
fifth and sixth graders), a homecoming 
game, uniforms, play-off competitions, 
trophies, pictures, banquets, booster 
clubs and, would you believe, road trips 
out of state for games. 


I like organized sports but if a 10-year- 


old gets socked with all the hoopla at 
that tender age what do they have to 
look forward to four years later when 
they make the freshman team in high 
school. After traveling across tho coun- 
try- as a fifth grade pigskin hero, how 
must It feel playing on the lowly frosh 
team in front of empty bleachers. 


I sec It as too much too soon. Kind of a 


parental ego trip with big people acting 
out their Joe Namnth fantasies through 
their kids. 


I like what wo have — disorganized as 


tt may bo.

A citizens' committee at Oakton Com- 


munity College, frustrated by its in- 
ability to select a permanent campus for 
the college, has reversed an August deci- 
sion by suggesting annexation of the 
North Shore to Ookton's district. 


After two hours of heated debate Tues- 


day night the committee, formed a year 
ago to pick a site for the college, voted 
unanimously to seek annexation of four 
high school districts on the North Shore 
to Oakton's district. 


The Oakton board of trustees has twice 


failed to get public support for two 
campuses It has selected and formed the 
citizens' committee to pick a site accept- 
able to the community. 


The committee has been looking at 


several sites in the college district and 
on the North Shore for a permanent 
campus, but North Shore residents have 
said they want their own college and do 
not want to annex to Oakton. When Oak- 
ton's citizens' committee met Aug. 7 it 
voted unanimously to reject all sites on 
the North Shore and split its vote 4 to 4 
between two sites In the college district. 


TUESDAY NIGHT'S meeting was 


marked by frustration among committee 
members who claim they have accom- 
plished little in selecting a campus for 
Oakton. Committee members complained 


they arc at the same stage of site selec- 
tion as they were a year ago, suggested 
the committee should be disbanded, sug- 
gested the college hold a referendum 
asking Oakton voters to choose a site, 
suggested the committee choose a site 
immediately, and finally decided to ask 
for annexation. 


Committee member Evelyn Rosen- 


zweig from Skokic said, "You've been 
around for four years and I can't believe 
you're at tills point tonight" and added 
the college board is "too concerned about 
the community" reaction to the selection 
of a site. 


"The worst thing that could happen is 


you won't get elected next time," she 
said. She suggested that the committee 
should disband. 


Criteria for selecting a site "should 


have been on the table two years ago," 
said Wallace Lieberman from Skokle. 
"What it really boils down to is getting 
down and picking a site. I'm getting sick 
and tired of these meetings and I think 
the community is getting sick and tired," 
he said. 


"The school does have to be someplace 


- doesn't it?," asked Ed Blake, com- 
mittee representative from Glenview. 
"We've got one, two possible choices," he 
said, adding the college is going to have 


to pick one "and the state Is just going to 
have to live with it." 


OAKTON TRUSTEE Griffith MacDon- 


ald commented, "I find that this is frus- 
trating to the point of mental masturba- 
tion. I don't see why we can't make a 
choice. What are we horsing around 
for?" 


Paul Gilson, chairman of the board of 


trustees and its site committee, said the 
college wants to know what criteria tho 
public feels is important in site selection 
and what its objections would be 
to each site under consideration. 


"We want to know what these things 


are before we walk into another meeting 
with another site," said Gilson. The 
board doesn't want to "have to sit there 
with 500 people screaming out 'You 
didn't consider this,' " said Gilson, "One 
thing we don't want to be is naive." 


Several committee members said the 


college was trying to second guess public 
reaction and told Gilson public reaction 
to a site cannot be anticipated. 


LIEBERMAN suggested the board hold 


a referendum allowing the public to se- 
lect a campus. The committee agreed by 
a 5 to 3 vote. The suggestion was later 
discarded when the committee agreed to 
ask for annexation. 


"We've got to quit this hemming and 


hawing," said Raymond Nelson, chair- 
man of the citizens' committee, "and tell 
the state what we want." Two colleges, 
Oakton and one on the North Shore, 
would mean a duplication of college pro- 
grams, a duplication of campuses and a 
waste of the taxpayer's money, he said. 


The citizens' committee's suggestion 


will now go before the college board of 
trustees for approval and if approved 
would go to the state community college 
board.

Railroad may appeal fine on noise law 


Officials to tour Oakton College campus

Stato legislators and municipal offi- 


cials will meet with trustees, adminis- 
trators, faculty members and students 
from Oakton Community College Sunday 
at 11 a.m. on the temporary campus, 


The purpose ot the meeting is to in- 


form officials about the college and give 
them a tour of the temporary campus. 


Officials of the Chicago and North 


Western Ry. will decide during the next 
month whether to appeal a court decision 
stating the company was in violation of 
the DCS Plalnes noise ordinance. 


In the meantime, city officials ex- 


pressed satisfaction that the court upheld 
the controversial ordinance in its first le- 
gal test. 


The railroad was fined $80 earlier this 


week for violating the anti-noise provi- 
sion, which was enacted by the city coun- 
cil on March, 1372. The fine was handed 
down by Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Marvin Peters. 


Thomas Greenland, C&NW attorney, 


told The Herald the decision on any pos- 
sible appeal will be made in the next 30 
days. 


"We haven't decided the legal question 


as yet, but we are working to reduce the 
noise situation," Greenland said. 


WHILE THE FINE levied in the case 


will not cover the city's prosecution ex- 
pense, Mayor 
Herbert Behrel was 


pleased by the outcome. 


"It establishes a good precedent for fu- 


ture cases," Behrel said. 


"We hope It will cause the railroad to 


go back to the brass and say, 'Look fel- 
lows, we're going to get ticketed every 
time we go into DCS Plaines. We lost the 
case, let's do something about the 
noise,'" he added. 


Greenland said the railroad is making 


every effort to reduce noise. However lo- 
cal residents continue to complain about 
noise, particularly at the train yard near 
the 
Wolf 
Iload-Thacker Street 
inter- 


section.

The Illinois Appellate Court has been 


asked to overturn a lower court decision 
and allow DCS Plnlnes officials to contin- 
ue their court battle with Ihc Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District over the construc- 
tion of a sewage treatment plant in the 
city. 


City Corporation Counsel Robert 


DILconardl told n three-judge judge ap- 
peals court Tuesday DCS Plalncs Intends 
to press a new legal theory In the court 
action with the MSD. 


Litigation over the proposed plant, 


which Is stated to be built at Elmhurst 
Road and Oakton Street, has been going 
ilnce 1967. 


T1IE FHIST LAWSUIT was filed by the 


city, contending Its zoning laws should be 
adhered to by the MSD. That case went 
all the way to the Illinois Supreme Court, 
with the decision going against the city. 


However, DCS Plnlncs reinstated the 


lult after the enactment of the new Illi- 
nois Constitution. 


DiLconardi argued that the home-rule 


provisions place the city In a superior 
position to the MSD and the sanitary dis- 
trict would have to comply with city zon- 
ing laws. 


The attorney requested the qppcals 


court reverse a Cook County Circuit 
Court decision which dismissed the sec- 
ond city suit. Judge Samuel Epstein said 
the second suit represented nothing new 
and the case had already been decided. 


DILEONAKDI SAID the new home-rule 


provision represents a new legal argu- 
ment which must be decided. He asked 
the appellate court to order a new hear- 
ing on the matter. 


MSD attorney Vincent Flood contended 


the city's attempt to use home rule pow- 
er constituted an "abusive use of pou- 
cr." He added the law really changes 
nothing and contended there was no rea- 
son for a new trial. 


"Wo have to have the authority to do 


our Job, without It we would never get a 
plant built anywhere," Flood said. 


No decision is expected on the appel- 


late court case for several months.

lights. These intersections had been 
regulated by four-way stop signs.

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 — If there is a middle American, 


he Is a man like Big Larry Noble from Muscatinc. Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never is in these parts. No Sears Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


Tills is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights it and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he is driving, you have to wring it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is in 


the sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was In 1964. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy now sits glancing 
through small note cards with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was it," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he Is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you can tell right off he Is the kind of guy you don't talk back 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black Umo would arrive at the Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy boots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper In the lead car took a quick right onto 


another route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the limo 
responded in order. We moved up the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tail together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for the Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, In Moline, 111., at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors. The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more than an hour there, 
ending when Percy jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whlstlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends In 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the Interview as we approached the city 
limits. Last minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from DCS Moines, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus In two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"HI, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about 800 


of them. All the seats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back. 


"Why are there so many people here today?" I asked a

petite rod-haired girl who was passing out leaflets at the 
door. "Is this a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically: 
her eyebrows sagged. "Do they make these people come for 
college credit?" 


She said no, that this is just the first in a series of guest 


speakers on campus, that yes there arc more kids here than 
expected. 


A senior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out ... I was a nervous wreck. In '71, McGovern got 
about 1,500 when he came here. Last year. Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) got 200 people . . . this Is what I call 
a great turnout," he said. 


The kids were anxious. As Percy walked on stage, their 


attention went with him. He began his talk. It was on the 
Soviet-U.S. relations and he urged the Soviets to open up to 
the concept of free speech. 


There is only one group upset with the Senator's appear- 


ance. And that Is a limp effort by the Young Americans For 
Freedom who like Ronald Reagan better as a presidential can- 
didate. They pasted bumper stickers on the walls, but most 
were torn down later by students leaving the union. There are 
only 50 YAF members on campus. 


PERCY WENT ON. "We merely ask that the USSR live up 


to Its own constitution which guarantees freedom of speech." 


I walked outside. Not because the speech was uninteresting 


but because It Is a beautiful day, too nice to stay Indoors even 
to listen to the man who three years from now might have the 
presidential seal in front of him when he talks. 
: 


Sun splashes a shine over the school and students arc car- 


rying their jackets under their arms. Parked outside the 
union arc pickup trucks. Across the street dozens of girls are 
batting a ball around with paddles. The black limousine in 
front is as out of place as the tall lean Iowa state trooper 
standing next to it. 


Walking alone, between the athletic field and the union, is a 


girl dressed In blue jeans and sweater. She carries a tennis 
racket in one hand and a book entitled "Power Politics" in 
the other. She is small, bespectacled of the wire-rim variety. ; 


She says her name is Patricia Zimmerman, 18, a freshman 


from Wcstchester, 111., and that she Is heading for the audito- 
rium for the Percy speech, but a little behind schedule. 


Right away she volunteers that she hates Richard Nixon. 


Who does she like? Really nobody, she said. Then why is she 
going to hear Percy? "Because he may capture the "76 nomi- 
nation" was her answer." 


PATRICIA ZIMMERMAN says she is rather typical of coK 


lege kids today. She is concerned but no activist, functioning 
in sort of a transition period between what was and some- 
thing else. An Allende rally a few days ago brought out the 
usual people you might find at that kind of thing. Even Patri- 
cia Zimmerman was there, but she wasn't Impressed.

The elf had trouble keeping her an-

The "performers" uerc 
characters 


from a book, carrying out a class assign- 
ment at High Ridge Knolls School in DCS 
Plainer — oral book reports. 


"I wanted book reporting In the class- 


room to allow the book reporter to enthu- 
siastically share hU reading experience 
with his classmates." said Roy Land- 
zbaum. who started the book report craze 
at the <chool. 


Landzbaum's efforts arc evidently suc- 


cessful to any visitor in his class, where 
students spend hours of their free time 
preparing their reports and can't wait to 
give them. 


T1IK HKI'OllTS can take many forms, 


but arc never merely written tip or deliv- 
ered orally. Instead, students put on pup- 
prt slviws and do a scene from a book 
thcj've read or dress up as n book char- 
acter and tell about their book. Class- 
mates then try nnd guess which charac- 
ter they arc. 


The puppeteers arc the most common 


of the book reporters and come with 
elaborate stages complete with curtains 
and sccncr}. The dialogues arc simple 
with a lot of lines like "How arc jou?" 
"I'm fine," but the students usually get 
the :itormy Idea across. 


And If the puppeteer runs into any 


trouble, there arc always plenty of help- 
ers in the audience willing to lend a hand 
by picking up a piece of scenery or open- 
in); ii 'ituck curtain. 


Occasionally, the next act has to be 


reminded that their Inst-minutc rehear- 
sals are drowning out the performers. 


The theater seating Isn't the usual. 


When the act shifts to another part of the 
room, there's a fight for scats as kids 
stumble o\ cr each other. 


ACCORDING TO Lamlzbaum, the pup- 


pet play is an excellent reporting media 
for the shy, withdrawn child who inter- 
nets with the character of the book. "It 
also helps the child who can work with his 
hands at stage construction, scenery and 
puppet making," Landzbaum added. 


The reports don't always stick closely 


to the story line. 


"Our spacesliip is broken," said the oc- 


cupnnt of a spaceship headed for distant 
worlds. "I'd better go out atxl fix It with 
a chisel," he added. 


Landzbaum has other ideas for book 


reports outside of the traditional meth- 


ods, such as holding a mock trial that 
permits the defendant to tell the story of 
the book. The class renders a decision 
whether the book is good or not. 


"SEVERAL students write letters to 


the author of the book they read, telling 
why they liked or disliked the book," 
said Landzbaum. "Students almost al- 
ways receive n personal reply which they 
share with the class." 


One child even received a reply from 


the famous children's author, Lois Len- 
ski, who wrote, "All fan letters, no mat- 
ter how simple, find a special place in an 
author's heart. They make me realize 
as nothing else could, the rewards of 
writing of children." 


Landzbaum hopes that the 
varied 


methods of book reporting will incite and 
motivate children to read more, and 
make reading a part of their later lives. 
"I realize this won't automatically solve 
the problem of getting kids to read," 
said Landzbaum. "But If we only reach 
on«» student, it's worthwhile. If we reach 
scores of students, we could make read- 
ers out of a whole new generation."

The earlier contract offer had been 


turned down by the parbagomcn In a 
voice vote at a meeting Oct. IS.

The present 
salary is $5,05 an hour. 


The contract offer that was accepted

wage schedule, but in addition, has a 
built-in cost-of-llvlng Increase each year 


BASED ON THE 5 to 6 per cent cost- 


of-Hving increase each of the last few 
years, the $5.05 hourly wage could jump 
to $7.70 within three years 


The contract is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


When the previous contract expired that 
day, some 75 garbagemen from Brown- 
ing-Ferris Industries of Illinois Inc., Har- 
rington, staged a one-day wildcat walk- 
out, leaving six Northwest suburbs with- 
out scavenger service. 


David Paige, general manager of 


Browning-Ferris, yesterday refused to 
comment on the new contract settlement 
or its effect on scavenger rates. 


Village wants to annex motel site 


Palatine officials are looking for a way 


to annex the site of a proposed 175-room 
Itamada Inn next to Undo Andy's Cow

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 - If there is a middle American, 


he is a man like Big Larry Noble from Muscatlnc, Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never Is in these parts. No Sears Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


This Is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights it and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he is driving, you have to wring it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is in 


the sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was in 1964. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy now sits glancing 
through small note cords with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was it," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you can tell right off he is the kind of guy you don't talk back 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black limo would arrive at the Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy boots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper in the lead car took a quick right onto 


another route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the limo 
responded in order. We moved up the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tail together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for the Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, in Moline, 111., at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors. The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more than an hour there, 
ending when Percy jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whistlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends in 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the Interview as we approached the city 
limits. Lost minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from Des Molnes, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus in two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"Hi, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about 800 


of them. All the seats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back.

door. "Is this a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically:

expected. 


A senior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out ... I was a nervous wreck. In '71, McGovern got 
about 1,500 when he came here. Last year. Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) pot 200 people . . . this is what I call 
a great turnout," he said.

commented one father after the boys 
scored a surprise goal In a brief scrim- 
mage. 


"You know, two weeks ago these kids 


couldn't stand up," said PAHA officer 
Gene Sullivan as he watched the padded 
figures move on tho ice. 


There are still lots of tumbles ahead 


for the 7-and 8-year-olds. Some still seem 
to sit down more than they stand up, but 
they bounce back quickly and eagerly to 
try again. One thing that helps break the 
fall and lessen the danger of the game Is 
the extensive padding requirements. 


Boys are required to wear hockey 


skates, hockey gloves, shin pads, hel- 
mets, elbow pads and mouth guards. 
With the addition of the optional shouldor 
pads, the moving blobs are frequently 
unrecognizable to their own parents If it 
.weren't for tho numbered jerseys donned 
by the skaters. 


While few parents dispute the need for 


the safety equipment, the cost of out- 
fitting a growing boy with all the pad- 
ding easily becomes prohibitive. Equip- 
ment hand-me-downs may be one reason 
for the high number of young boys In the 
Mites division who have older brothers in 
the program. Less than half of the Mites 
youngsters are the only hockey players 
in their family. 


AN ANNUAL hockey skate and ski ex- 


change sponsored each fall by the park 
district is one way of cutting the costs of 
equipping a youngster, according to 
PAHA executive vice president Bill 
McElman. Eventually, the organization 
may try to set up some hand-me-down 
program, McElman said, to make hock- 
ey 
n 
less-expensive 
program 
for 


more youngsters. Program registration 
for the Mites is $30, plus their equip- 
ment. 


For the boys who have enrolled in the 


house league's youngest team, the game 
is not fiercely competitive yet. And that's 
the way the hockey organizers would like 
to keep it. Each official emphasizes the 
importance of keeping the fun in the 
gome. 


"After all, why make little gods out of 


these kids at 7 and 8 when they're still 
growing?" Krueger said.

another bid for the Palatine Township 
Democratic Committeeman post, n post 
he lost four years ago to Richard A. Mu- 
gnllan. 


Gcrlin said he has been approached 


by some of his "close friends In the par- 
ty" and asked to run for committeeman. 
but has not reached a definite decision 
on his candidacy. 


"It is going to take a lot of thought. I 


am obligated to the Democratic party 
and if these boys Insist I might run." 
said Gcrlin. "Enough people would 
have to persuade me I would probably 
have the best chance of winning the elec- 
tion," he added. 


GEItLING WAS appointed Palatine 


Township Democratic Committeeman in 
1068 when Oliver Dilks resigned that job 
he had held for 14 years. Two years lat- 
er, ho lost his bid for election to a four- 
year term as committeeman to Mugalian 
by 47 votes. Gcrllng was endorsed by the 
Palatine Township Regular Democratic 
Organization In 1070. 


Mugalian's campaign in 1970 revolved 


around opening the party and taking con- 
trol of the party out of the hands of a 
small group of what he called patronage 
workers. 


"Personally I thought things would go 


differently 
(under 
Mugalian's

ership), but it doesn't seem like his ideas 
arc working. The organization Is just 
where It was four years ago," said Gcr- 
llng.

mittccman post because he Is also a 
state representative. 


"He (Mugalian) Is a liberal, I am not. 


I am a conservative," said Gcrllng, ad- 
ding he has nothing personal against Mu- 
galian. "He believes in volunteers and 
doesn't believe in patronage. He believes 
In an Independent organization. But you 


can't even run a factory without a boss," 
said Gcrling.

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 - If there is a middle American, 


he Is a man like Big Larry Noble from Muscatinc, Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never Is in these parts. No Sears Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


This is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights it and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he Is driving, you have to wing it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is In 


the sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was in 1964. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy now sits glancing 
through small note cards with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was it," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you can tell right off he is the kind of guy you don't talk back, 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black Hmo would arrive at the Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy hoots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper in the lead car took a quick right onto 


another route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the limo 
responded in order. We moved up the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tall together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for the Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, in Moline, 111., at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors.

Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whistlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends in 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked now much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the Interview as we approached the city 
limits. Last minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from Des Moines, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus In two.

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 - If there Is a middle American, 


he is a man like Big Larry Noble from Muscatinc, Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never is in these parts. No Sears Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


This is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights it and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he is driving, you have to wring it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is in 


the sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was in 1964. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy- now sits glancing 
through small note cards with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was it," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you can tell right off he is the kind of guy you don't talk back 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black llmo would arrive at the Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy boots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper in the lead car took a quick right onto 


another route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the Umo 
responded In order. We moved up the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tail together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for the Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, in Moline, 111., at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors. The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more than an hour there, 
ending when Percy Jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whistlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends in 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the interview as we approached the city 
limits. Last minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from Des Molnes, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus in two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"Hi, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about ROD 


of them. All the seats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back. 


"Why an there so many people here today?" I asked a

petite red-haired f.\r\ who was passing out leaflets at the 
door. "Is this a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically; 
her eyebrows sagged. "Do they make these people come for 
college credit?" 


She said no, that this Is just the first in a series of guest 


speakers on campus, that yes there arc more kids here than 
expected. 


A senior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out ... I was a nervous wreck. In 71. McGovern got 
about 1,500 when he came here. Last year, Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) got 200 people . . . this is what I call 
a great turnout," he said. 


The kids were anxious. As Percy walked on stage, their 


attention went with him. He began his talk. It was on the 
Soviet-U.S. relations and he urged the Soviets to open up to 
the concept of free speech. 


There is only one group upset with the Senator's appear- 


ance. And that is a limp effort by the Young Americans For 
Freedom who like Ronald Reagan better as a presidential can- 
didate. They pasted bumper stickers on the walls, but most 
were torn down later by students leaving the union. There are 
only 50 YAF members on campus. 


PERCY WENT ON. "We merely ask that the USSR live up 


to its own constitution which guarantees freedom of speech;" 


I walked outside. Not because the speech was uninteresting 


but because It is a beautiful day, too nice to stay Indoors eve'n 
to listen to the man who three years from now might have the 
presidential seal in front of him when he talks. 


Sun splashes a shine over the school and students are car- 


rying their jackets under their arms. Parked outside the 
union are pickup trucks. Across the street dozens of girls are 
batting a ball around with paddles. The black limousine in 
front is as out of place as the tall lean Iowa state trooper 
standing next to it. 
'.. 


Walking alone, between the athletic field and the union, is ;a 


girl dressed in blue jeans and sweater. She carries a tennis 
racket in one hand and a book entitled "Power Politics" in 
the other. She is small, bespectacled of the wire-rim variety. 


She says her name is Patricia Zimmerman, 18, a freshman 


from Westchester, 111., and that she is heading for the audito- 
rium for the Percy speech, but a little behind schedule. 
; 


Right away she volunteers that she hates Richard Nixon. 


Who does she like? Really nobody, she said. Then why is she 
going to hear Percy? "Because he may capture the "76 nomi- 
nation" was her answer." 
'. 


PATRICIA ZIMMERMAN says she is rather typical of col- 


lege kids today. She is concerned but no activist, functioning 
in sort of a transition period between what was and some- 
thing else. An Allende rally a few days ago brought out the 
usual people you might find at that kind of thing. Even Patri- 
cia Zimmerman was there, but she wasn't Impressed. 


"It seemed like they were using an excuse to protest and U 


didn't work out," she said.

"So what are students in the heartland of America con- 


cerned about right now?" 


"I'd say politics and the university," she said quickly. 
There is this Intramural athletic field and a day-care center

Fight looms over Palatine GOP committeeman post

The decade-old fight for control of 


tho Republican Party In Pnlatlno 
Township Is taking shape on a new 
front. 


Tho post of Palatine Township Re- 


publican 
Committeeman appears 


headed for a showdown In the March 
19 primary election between regular 
Republicans and Republicans advo- 
cating changes within the party. 


Fred H. Zajonc, a Palatine village 


trustee, lias announced his plans to 
seek the Republican committeeman 
post and Bernard E. Pederscn, cur- 
rent Republican committeeman, is 
expected to seek rclectlon. 


Pederscn said yesterday he was 


not ready to make any announce- 
ment on tils candidacy but several 
high ranking Palatine Township Re- 
publicans indicated Pederscn has ap- 
proached them for endorsement. 


MANY SEC the Republican com- 


mltcccmon post election shaping up 
as a campaign battle between the 
same forces of the Republican Party 
which were at odds in the 1963 Pala- 
tine Township election and 1967, 1971 
and 1973 Palatine village elections. 


Tho regular Republicans have an 


almost unbeaten record in these elec- 
tions but there Is speculation Zajonc 
might be tho one man who could 
break through tho ranks of the regu- 
lar Republicans. 


Zajonc has established himself as a 


cooperative but Independent member 
of the Republican-dominated village 
board. In his last bid for office, Za- 
jonc left tho Republican Party to run 
as a Village Independent Party can- 
didate and was the largest vote get- 
ter. 


Zajonc said he arrived at the deci- 


sion to run for the committeeman 
post Independently without pressure 
from any group, but will welcome 
the support and help of any Republi- 
can. 


"My primary concern is to bring 


about reform within the party, not 
winning the election. I plan to raise 
lots of questions," said Zajonc, ad- 
ding he hasn't mapped out any cam- 
paign strategy yet. 


SOME FEEL the Republican vote 


may be divided In Palatine because 
of Znjonc's strong following locally 
and that Rolling Meadows may be a 
major key to the election. 


Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland 


Meyer sold he has not been ap- 
proached by Zajonc for endorsement 
in the election, "but would sit down 
and talk to anyone who Is running." 


Meyer said If he decided to support 


anyone he would go out and actively 
campaign for them, adding he did re- 
ceive Zajonc's endorsement In his 
bid for state representative. 


It is no secret there Is no love be- 


tween Pedersen and Meyer. The 
GOP In Palatine Township did not 
support Meyer when he ran for state 
representative last year and Meyer 
In turn supported Jack Scollay, a 
Democrat, in the Palatine Township 
race last year. 


"The only thing that I know that 


Bernie Pederscn has done is feather 
his own bed," said Meyer. "I was 
disgusted that he didn't even try to 
slate anyone from Palatine Township 
in the state elections (last year). 


"I think it's a lack of leadership (on 


Pcdersen's part) and I think it's time 
for a change up there," added Mey- 
er. 


POLITICAL 
OBSERVERS 
say 


Meyer is definitely a good man to 
have on your sldo In an election and 
feel his political clout in Rolling 
Meadows may bo strong enough to 
throw the election one way or an- 
other. 


Listen F. Pcnnington, the Republi- 


can Township auditor from Rolling 
Meadows, has a different evaluation 
of Meyer's political strength In the 
city. While admitting the precinct 
captains In Rolling Meadows aren't 
always geared up, he says they al- 
ways come through when they arc 
needed. 


Pennington described Zajonc as a 


"Johnny Come Lately" who Is "a 
fine fellow but vastly unknown in 
Palatine Township." 


"Pederscn has dono a heck of a 


good Job. I don't always agree with 
him but In the overall picture I feel 
he would be a very good one to con- 
tinue in the office," said Pennington, 
adding Pederscn has his backing 100 
per cent at this point. 


Howard I. Olscn, township super- 


visor; Wendell E. Jones, Palatine 
village president; and Richard W. 
Fontc, Palatine village trustee, have 
also Indicated their endorsement of 
Pederscn if he seeks election again. 


P E D E R S E N . who as com- 


mitteeman is responsible for organ- 
izing and getting out the Republican 
vote in Palatine Township, has an 
excellent record since he assumed 
the post in 1969. The only election the 
Republicans have lost in Palatine 
Township since 1969 is the Palatine 
village election In 1971 where the 
VIPs headed by Zajonc, swept two of 
three scats. 


Jones expressed surprise at learn- 


ing of Zajonc's candidacy and said 
he couldn't understand it because it's 
a "thankless job" and Zajonc has not 
been involved in the regular Republi- 
can organization for several years. 


Fontc accused Zajonc of running 


because of "sour grapes" and at- 
tempting to rehash the April village 
elections which were swept by the 
Republicans. He said he hoped Za- 


jonc would reconsider and withdraw 
from the committeeman race. 


ZAJONC'S stand on supporting nat- 


ional, state and county Republicans 
but not local Republicans was also 
questioned by Fontc who sold "You 
cither support the Republican Party 
at all levels or you don't." 


"I am a Republican and I hope to 


work to strengthen the Republican 
Party and weld it back together," 
said Zajonc, adding it was a long- 
standing custom until recently for 
the Republican Party to recommend 
Republicans run for local offices on 
an Independent basis. 


The split in the local Republican 


organization actually dates back to 
1962, the last contested election for 
Palatine Township Republican Com- 
mitteeman. Alexander MacArthur, 
the regular Republican organization 
candidate won the election against 
Max Kolin, who was considered a 
"young turk" in trying to get more 
dynamic leadership for the party. 


Under MacArthur's leadership the 


Republican Party started getting in- 
volved In the grass roots level of 
politics. First it was the 1965 Pala- 
tine-Township election which the 
GOPs swept by a 2 to I margin. Pe- 
dersen's election as township asses- 
sor was one of the major upsets in 
that election. 


HAVING MADE inroads into the 


Palatine Township government, the 
Republicans next tried their hand at 
the 1967 Palatine village election. 
Again, a sweeping victory for the Re- 
publicans. Zajonc was first elected to 
the village board as a Gop candidate 
In the 1967 election. 


In both elections the opposition 


party claimed to be campaigning not 
against the Republican Party but 
against the involvement of partisan 
politics at the local level. 


Zajonc bolted the local Republican 


party in 1971 and refused its slating 
in 1971 when it refused to back fellow 
incumbent GOP trustees. The three 
incumbents formed the Village Inde- 
pendent Party and Zajonc was the 
high vote getter in the election. Za- 
jonc has been aligned with the VIPs 
since the 1971 election and supported 
the VIPs in the 1973 village election 
which was swept by the Republi- 
cans. 


Z A J O N C DENIED charges of 


attempting to rehash the April elect- 
ion in Palatine. 


"I have not been pressured by the 


VIPs to run. In fact, It is just the 
opposite. I am pressuring the VIPs 
to come forth and establish them- 
selves as Republicans and stop hid- 
ing behind a bunch of names," said 
Zajonc. If elected to the com- 
mitteeman post, Zajonc said he 
would resign from the village board.

Garbagemen's union OKs 
new three-year contract 


Northwest suburban garbagcmcn yes- 


I only ratified a contract with area scav- 
enger companies that could boost their 
wages by more than 50 per cent in three 
years. 


.Members of Locals 705 and 731 of tho 


International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
voting by moll, accepted the new three- 
year contract by about a 2 to 1 margin, 
according to Frank Grady, a union offi- 
cial. 


The effect of the new contract on 


homeowners who subscribe to garbage 
pickup U uncertain. 


Grady said he Is "very much" satisfied 


with the contract. "I don't think we could 
have got a better one," he said. 


At, IIOEKSTKA. executive director of 


tho Chicago and Suburban Refuse Dis- 
posal Association, which represents Chi- 
cago area scavenger services, was un- 
available for comment. 


The contract was the second agreed 


upon by union and refuse association bar- 
gainers, with the aid of a federal media- 
tor. 


Tho earlier contract offer had been 


turned down by the garbagcmcn In a 
voice vote at a meeting Oct. 15. 


That offer provided for a salary In- 


crease of 75 cents an hour the first year 
of the contract, then 50 cents an hour 
each of the next two years. The present 
salary Is $3.03 on hour. 


The contract offer that was accepted 


by the gnrbngcrncn contains the same 
wage schedule, but in addition, has a 
built-in cost-of-llvlng Increase each year 


BASED ON THE 5 to 6 per cent cost- 


of-llvlng Increase each of the last few 
years, tho $5.05 hourly wage could jump 
to $7.70 within three years 


Tho contract is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


When the previous contract expired that 
day, some 75 garbagcmen from Brown- 
ing-Ferris Industries of Illinois Inc., Bar- 
rlngton, staged a one-day wildcat walk- 
out, leaving six Northwest suburbs with- 
out scavenger service. 


David Paige, general manager of 


Browning-Ferris, yesterday refused to 
comment on the new contract settlement 
or its effect on scavenger rates. 


Hillcrest Towers repairs continue 


Structural repairs continue at Amcon's 


Hillcrest Towers, where construction was 
voluntarily halted Aug. 1 when cracks 
were discovered in tho lower level of the 
12-story building. 


"The village has given permission for 


Amcon to complete the seventh floor In

Outside 
walls are being filled with concrete and 
have steel reinforcing rods. The building 
under construction is the first of four 
planned there.

Members vote 2-1 to accept 
Garbagemen's union OKs 
new three-year contract 


N'urthucn suburban garhagcmcn yes- 


tcrtly ratified a contract with area scav- 
enger companies that could boost their 
wages by more than 30 per cent in three 
jcars. 


Members of Locals 703 and 731 of the 


International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
voting by mall, accepted the new three- 
yen r contract by about a 2 to 1 margin, 
according lo Frank Grady, a union offi- 
cial. 


The effect of the new contract on 


homeowners who subscribe to garbage 
pickup Is uncertain. 


Grady said he is "very much" satisfied 


with the contract. "I don't think we could 
have got a better one," he sold. 


AL HOEKSTRA, executive director of 


the Chicago and Suburban Refuse Dis- 
posal Association, which represents Chi- 
cago area scavenger services, was un- 
available for comment. 


Prospect Heights boundary 
proposal revised easticard

Proposed Prospect Heights municipal 


boundaries have been extended cast of 
Milwaukee Avenue In an effort to pre- 
pare the way for future expansion into 
rich commercial areas. 


The new northeastern boundary was 


presented last night at a meeting of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PIIIA). The meeting was called to 
give residents of the unincorporated 
Prospect Heights area a chance to offer 
changes to the proposed boundaries. 


A court petition calling for the creation 


of the city of Prospect Heights Is ex- 
pected to be filed within the next several 
weeks. 


Previously announced boundary plans 


had River Road as the eastern boundary. 
In the new plan, a Holiday Inn as well as 
some CO acres of Cook County Forest 
Preserve land arc Included. 


THE OBJECT of this extension cast- 


ward, according to PHIA members, Is to 
make Prospect Heights contiguous (next 
to) commercial properties Including Cul- 
llgan Water Softener Co., A. C. Nielsen, 
Allstato Insurance Co., and Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. The hope would be that 
theso properties would eventually be 
added to Prospect Heights through an- 
nexation. 


Richard Schuld, Prospect Heights resi- 


dent and Oldc Townc Sanitary District 
official, urged the PHIA boundary com- 
mittee to consider including commercial 
land along both sides of Rand Road north 
as far as Palatine Road, and to Include 
Culligan and Illinois Bell in the in- 
corporation petition. 


He suggested that several areas in the 


proposed boundaries be eliminated to 
permit inclusion of the commercial 
areas. Those he suggested dropping In- 
cluded 19 acres of the Rob Roy Golf 
Course, St. Alphonsus Church, an area 
northwest of the Country Garden subdivi- 
sion, and the northern part of that part 
of Pal-Waukec Airport included in the 
original boundary proposal. 


Schuld sold Prospect Heights could 


benefit financially from added sales tax 
revenue, especially from Culllgan's bil- 
ling office. The PHIA has said they arc 
not planning a municipal real estate tax 
initially. 


T h e PHIA's boundary committee 


agreed to consider Schuld's suggestions 
and tentative plans were made to contact 
Culligan. 


Last night's meeting was held largely 


because of a request by Schuld for such 
a hearing, PHIA president Jack Gllllgan 
said.

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The contract was the second agreed 


upon by union and refuse association bar- 
gainers, with the aid of a federal media- 
tor. 


The earlier contract offer had been 


turned down by the garbagemen In a 
voice vote at a meeting Oct. 15. 


That offer provided for a salary In- 


crease of 75 cents an hour the first year 
of the contract, then 50 cents an hour 
each of the next two years. The present 
salary is $5.05 an hour. 


The contract offer that was accepted 


by the garbagemen contains the same 
wage schedule, but In addition, has a 
built-in cost-of-llvlng Increase each year 


BASED ON THE 5 to 6 per cent cost- 


of-llvlng Increase each of the last few 
years, the $5.05 hourly wage could jump 
to S7.70 within three years 


The contract is retroactive to Oct. 1. 


When (he previous contract expired that 
day, some 75 garbagemen from Brown- 
ing-Ferris Industries of Illinois Inc., Har- 
rington, staged a one-day wildcat walk- 
out, leaving six Northwest suburbs with- 
out scavenger service. 


David Paige, general manager of 


Browning-Ferris, yesterday refused to 
comment on the new contract settlement 
or its effect on scavenger rates.

It Is a 
story of everyday people and how they feel about the times 
and how they feel about Charles Percy from Illinois, who Is 
running for President three years before the election In the 
heartland of America, where presidential elections are won 
and lost.

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 — If there is a middle American, 


he is a man like Big Larry Noble from Muscatlne, Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never Is in these parts. No Sears Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


This is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights It and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he is driving, you have to wring it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is in 


the sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was in 1964. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy now sits glancing 
through small note cards with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was It," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you can tell right off he is the kind of guy you don't talk back 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black limo would arrive at the Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy boots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper in the lead car took a quick right onto 


another route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the limo 
responded in order. We moved up the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tail together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for the Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, in Moline, 111,, at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors. The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more than an hour there, 
ending when Percy jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whistlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy Is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends in 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the Interview as we approached the city 
limits, iast minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from Des Moines, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus in two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"HI, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about 800 


of them. All the seats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back. 


"Why are there ao many people here today?" I asked a

petite red-haired girl who was passing out leaflets at the 
door. "Is tills a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically; 
her eyebrows sagged. "Do they make these people come for 
college credit?" 


She said no, that this is just the first in a series of guest 


speakers on campus, that yes there are more kids here than 
expected. 


A senior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out ... 
I was a nervous wreck. In 71, McGovern got 


about 1,500 when he came here. Last year. Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) got 200 people ... this Is what I call 
a great turnout," he said. 


The kids were anxious. As Percy walked on stage, their 


attention went with him. He began his talk. It was on the 
Soviet-U.S. relations and he urged the Soviets to open up to 
the concept of free speech. 


There is only one group upset with the Senator's appear- 


ance. And that is a limp effort by the Young Americans For 
Freedom who like Ronald Reagan better as a presidential can- 
clidate. They pasted bumper stickers on the walls, but most 
were torn down later by students leaving the union. There are 
only 50 YAF members on campus. 


PERCY WENT ON. "We merely ask that the USSR live up 


to its own constitution which guarantees freedom of speech." 


I walked outside. Not because the speech was uninteresting 


but because It is a beautiful day, too nice to stay indoors even 
to listen to the man who three years from now might have the 
presidential seal In front of him when he talks. 


Sun splashes a shine over the school and students are car- 


rying their jackets under their arms. Parked outside the 
union are pickup trucks. Across the street dozens of girls are 
batting a ball around with paddles. The black limousine in 
front is as out of place as the tall lean Iowa state trooper 
standing next to it. 
~ 


Walking alone, between the athletic field and the union, is a 


girl dressed in blue jeans and sweater. She carries a tennis 
racket in one hand and a book entitled "Power Politics" in 
the other. She is small, bespectacled of the wire-rim variety. ~ 


She says her name is Patricia Zimmerman, 18, a freshman 


from Westchester, 111., and that she is heading for the audito- 
rium for the Percy speech, but a little behind schedule. 
- 


Right away she volunteers that she hates Richard Nixon. 


Who does she like? Really nobody, she said. Then why is she 
going to hear Percy? "Because he may capture the "76 nomi- 
nation" was her answer." 


PATRICIA ZIMMERMAN says she is rather typical of col- 


lege kids today. She is concerned but no activist, functioning 
in sort of a transition period between what was and some- 
thing eke. An Allende rally a few days ago brought out ttie 
usual people you might find at that kind of thing. Even Patri- 
cia Zimmerman was there, but she-wasn't impressed. 


"It seemed like they were using an excuse to protest and It 


didn't work out," she said.

The director of the Arlington Heights 


Chamber of Commerce said recently that 
more businesses have left downtown In 
the past three months than at any other 
time In the 2'4 years he has been In the 
village. 


Three of the businesses to close 


recently were small and a fourth was 
wiped out by fire. But a local bank exec- 
utive has predicted that other retail 
stores will continue to move to outlying 
shopping center locations. 


Flftccn-and 20-story office buildings, 


not new retail shops, are the wave of the 
future downtown, according to Bruce 
Dodds, cashier and vice president of the 
First Arlington National Bank. 


THE FinsT step to realizing not only 


redevelopment but a transformation of 
the typo of downtown In Arlington 
Heights Is the building of parking ga- 
rages on the periphery of the CBD, 
Dodds told a recent meeting of the public 
health and safety committee. 


He said yesterday that he was "heart- 


ened" to learn that a parking garage has 
been included in the village's five-year 
capital improvements plan. 


The proposed plan calls for the con- 


struction of a public parking garage on 
land already owned by the village on 
Vail Avenue between Campbell and Slg- 
wait streets. 


With the exception of a few specialty 


shops, which Dodds said would probably 
tend to be "exclusive and rather ex- 
pensive," retail businesses will continue 
to move to locations outside the CBD, he 
said. 


"That Is where the needs are really 


met. Drive along Golf Road and it's just 
shopping center after shopping center. 
You can't drive a mile without a new and 
bigger and better shopping center," he 
said. 


IT IS NOT inconceivable, according to 


Dodds, that within 10 years there could 
be several 15-or 20-story buildings down- 
town, housing corporate offices of major 
businesses such as insurance companies, 
banks and brokerage houses. 


Retail stores could be located on the 


first floor of the office buildings and in 
other, smaller buildings downtown, ac- 
cording to Dodds. 


Once the garages are built, one-way 


streets and a general ban on parking 
downtown, may be desirable, he said. 


"Let people do what they do at Wood- 


field or Randhurst and walk Into the 
CBD," he said, adding that parking prob- 
lems and the failure of some downtown 
merchants to aggressively promote their 
business were the real problems down- 
town today. 


EARL JOHNSON, director of the Ar- 


lington Heights Chamber of Commerce, 
said some businesses downtown arc very 
successful, while others that arc having 
trouble might find it difficult to stay in 
business anywhere. 


"Wo have probably experienced in the 


last three months more closings (down- 
town) than at any other time in the two 
and a half years I've been here," John- 
son said. He cited the recent closings of 
two record stores, a health food store • 
and a hardware store downtown. 


"I think on the whole, business Is not

Halloween 
morning came properly 


overcast and drizzling. Beggar's Night 
had pasted, and all tho outhouses In Ar- 
lington Heights remained upright. 


The era of mischievous scamps pulling 


pranks and committing good-natured as- 
saults on the neighborhood Is gone. A 
gale tossed Into a tree might be con- 
strued as criminal damage to private 
property. And docs soaping a window 
equal malicious mischief? Tip over an 
outhouse and the Environmental Control 
Commission would probably have the 
kids playing rock hockey at Statevllle. 


Arlington Heights was prepared for the 


worst Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 
Besides the regular police patrols, the 
village Civil Defense workers and the 
auxiliary police were on the prowl for lo- 
cal poltergeists. They called it The Gob- 
lin Patrol. 


Village Community Relations Officer 


George Wclnand said of the patrol, "It's 
serving two purposes. Tho first Is a vis- 
ual deterrent to vandalism. And you 
know how bad it's gotten this year. The 
second Is to test the Civil Defense and 
auxiliary police communications net- 
work. If • real emergency came up, we'd 
like to know that It's working all right." 


THE GOBLIN PATROL met at 1800 


hours (6 p.m.) In the police classroom at 
the village hall. Police Cnpt. Maurice 
English quickly called the roll and got 
right down to business. 


Pointing to a village map, he outlined 


the six sectors of patrol. Schools and 
parks wcra kcynoted as likely hot spots. 
Radio designations and call numbers 
were assigned. Malevolent spirits never 
stood a chance. 


Capt. English gave final Instructions to 


the men of the Goblin Patrol. "Remem- 
ber, stay In your cars, don't chase any- 
body and don't get hurt. If you sec 


trouble call for a regular (police patrol). 
Use your common sense. You don't need 
a back-up for some kids throwing toilet 
paper around a house." 


JERRY DIIONT. village zoning In- 


spector by day, explained the role of the 
auxiliary police. 


"We're all volunteers trying to help the 


police. We go through training about the 
law, weapons and self defense. The gung- 
ho guy that gets a charge out of carrying 
a badge and gun is not the one we're 
looking for. We're people who want to 
aid the police," Dhont said. 


The auxiliary police help direct traffic 


on special occasions and ride as the sec- 
ond man in the squad car one weekend a 
month. "We're there to back him up. We 


follow the orders of the man in blue," he 
said. 


The Civil Defense workers stand ready 


to aid the village in times of disaster, 
such as a tornado, or an airliner crasR. 


DHONT AND WEINAND plus an ob- 


server rolled out of the municipal park- 
Ing lot In the CD jeep. Two radios, police 
patrol and the goblin watchers, chattered 
In the drafty cab. 


Their sector was the village south of 


Central Road. Potential hot spots were a 
high school, two elementary schools and 
two parks. 


The night was quiet — surprisingly so. 


Only two trlck-or-treaters were seen by 
this part of the patrol during the entire

ing days permitted by Illinois law. But 
the application Is In no way binding upon 
tho racing board. 


Public hearings on 1974 racing dates 


open in Springfield Nov. 27. After the 
board bears from all racing associations 
competing for a limited number of dates, 
It announces the yearly schedule. 


In requesting 120 racing dates — 60 


days for Arlington and 60 days for Wash- 
ington with all racing to be done at Ar- 
lington Park — track officials are seek- 
ing to avoid the early spring dates they 
were assigned 3|7thls year, when Arling- 


ton opened April 14 and closed July 24. 


In addition to the regular racing dates, 


Arlington Park could be assigned any of 
12 charity days. Six days have been re- 
quested by the Chicago Heart Associ- 
ation at cither Arlington or Hawthorne 
race tracks, and six days are being 
sought by the Horseman's Benevolent 
Protection Association. 


This year's application by Arlington 


Park could be affected by a report now 
being prepared by a village task force on 
backstretch housing conditions if the vil- 
lage board decides to forward the task 
force findings to the racing board. 


Both betting and attendance were 


down at Arlington Park this year, com- 
pared with the 1972 season. Track offi- 
cials have blamed the spring starting 
dates and general uncertainty over the 
1972 schedule for the declines.

IOWA'S INTERSTATE 80 — If there is a middle American, 


he is a man like Big Larry Noble from Muscatinc, Iowa, 
driver of this black Cadillac limousine cruising past the corn 
and soybean fields of the Midwest. 


"Cool enough for you, Senator?" Big Larry glanced slightly 


to his right and behind him where the Senator was sitting 
with two reporters. 


"Just perfect," Percy answered. 
Big Larry smiled. He looked straight ahead across the 


steering wheel of the car while the air conditioner pumped 
recycled air over us. It was Thursday afternoon and it must 
have been near 80. Outside there was a trace of smog, but 
there never is in these parts. No Sears Tower or Hancock or 
tollways or brightened street corners lit up like Christmas 
trees. 


This is the Midwest, home of the middle American, the 


silent majority — the home of the people who elect Presi- 
dents. 


BIG LARRY grabs another Camel from the dashboard, 


lights it and takes a long, heavy draw. He doesn't say much, 
especially to strangers and even to get the basic information 
about the car and why he is driving, you have to wring it out 
of him. 


It seems the car belongs to Larry's father-in-law who is in 


the.sand and gravel business. And the last time one of the 
family's gas guzzlers hit the political trail — at least for 
presidential politics — was in 1954. Barry Goldwater was 
back there right where Chuck Percy now sits glancing 
through small note cards with his ankles crossed. 


"It wasn't very good luck was it," Larry grinned. He has a 


hard mean look though he Is friendly enough. Size him up and 
you can tell right off he is the kind of guy you don't talk back 
to unless you tip the scales at about 200 with most of your 
weight in the shoulders. 


"What are the people like around here?" I asked him. "You 


know, the politics?" 


"I'd say conservative Republican, most of them," he said 


shrugging. 


In a few minutes the black limo would arrive at the Iowa 


campus. Big Larry pushed on, his brown cowboy boots with 
the pointed toes pressed firmly on the footfeed. 


The state trooper in the lead car took a quick right onto 


another route and the caravan of Oldsmobiles and the limo 
responded in order. We moved up the highway through red 
traffic lights to keep the head and the tall together. 


THIS WILL BE the second stop for the Percy party. We 


began the day before noon, In Moline, 111., at the headquar- 
ters of John Deere and Co., the firm known for its green farm 
tractors. The Senator spoke to businessmen, mayors and pre- 
sented Deere Chairman William Hewitt with an award for a 
movie the company made. We spent more than an hour there, 
ending when Percy jumped aboard a John Deere snowmobile 
for a ride across the massive company properties. 


Now we are rolling again, toward Iowa City, in the spirit of 


a Cadillac whlstlestop campaign. In the back seat, Percy is 
getting the third degree on everything from his friends in 
Washington to his physical fitness program and a stationary 
bicycle he uses to keep the pounds off. 


Percy asked how much time before arrival. Just a few 


minutes. He cut off the Interview as we approached the city 
limits. Last minute cramming before the speech. He would be 
lecturing children of the plains country, boys who had actual- 
ly milked cows, rosy cheeked farmer's daughters, students 
from Des Molnes, even Chicago and New York; all who some- 
how found themselves together on the campus of rolling hills 
and narrow streets with the sweet smell of Indian summer 
and a river that cuts the campus in two. 


We got out of the car. Percy stayed Inside, then emerged 


and walked briskly up the steps of the Iowa Memorial Union. 
"Hi, I'm Chuck Percy." He shook hands with the desk clerk 
and went upstairs for a press conference. 


DOWN IN THE auditorium the students waited, about 800 


of them. All the seats were taken and many kids stood in the 
back. 


"Why are there so many people here today?" I asked a

petite red-haired girl who was passing out leaflets at the 
door. "Is this a convocation?" She looked at me quizzically;

expected. 


A senior, one of the campus Young Republicans who says 


after graduation he plans to work for the party, had a wide 
smile spread across his face. "I was afraid things wouldn't 
work out ... 
I was a nervous wreck. In 71, McGovern got 


about 1,500 when he came here. Last year. Tower (Senator 
John Tower of Texas) got 200 people . . . this is what I call 
a great turnout," he said.

The kids were anxious. As Percy walked on stage, their 


attention went with him. He began his talk. It was on the 
Sovict-U.S. relations and he urged the Soviets to open up to 
the concept of free speech. 


There is only one group upset with the Senator's appear- 


ance. And that Is a limp effort by the Young Americans For 
Freedom who like Ronald Reagan better as a presidential can- 
didate. They pasted bumper stickers on the walls, but most 
were torn down later by students leaving the union. There are 
only 50 YAF members on campus. 


PERCY WENT ON. "We merely ask that the USSR live up 


to its own constitution which guarantees freedom of speech.'.' 


I walked outside. Not because the speech was uninteresting 


but because it is a beautiful day, too nice to stay indoors even 
to listen to the man who three years from now might have the 
presidential seal in front of him when he talks. 
: 


Sun splashes a shine over the school and students are car- 


rying their jackets under their arms. Parked outside the 
union are pickup trucks. Across the street dozens of girls are 
batting a ball around with paddles. The black limousine in 
front is as out of place as the tall lean Iowa state trooper 
standing next to it. 


Walking alone, between the athletic field and the union, is a 


girl dressed 'n blue jeans and sweater. She carries a tennis 
racket In om hand and a book entitled "Power Politics" in 
the other. She Is small, bespectacled of the wire-rim variety. •; 


She says her name is Patricia Zimmerman, IB, a freshman 


from Westchester, 111., and that she is heading for the audito- 
rium for the Percy speech, but a little behind schedule.
